OUR Scottifli writers have hitherto er- 
red in defcribing the fituation of Su- 
therland; for it hath Caithnefs toward the 
eafl; and north-eaft; Strathnaver toward 
the north; Affint toward the weft; Rofs 
toward the fouth and fouth-weft ; and 
the German fea toward the fouth, fouth- 
eaft, and eaft. Sutherland, in the Irifh lan- 
guage, is called Cattey, and the people 
Cattigh. Cattey did contain fometime all 
the region lying betwixt Tayne and Dun- 
gesby, being divided in the midft by a 
mountsun c^led Mond, or Ord, which 
runneth from the fouth fea to the north 
fea : and the country which is now called 
A ^attcy-

Catteynefs, was firfl: fo named, as the Nefs 
or promontory of Cattey ftretching itfclf 
eaftward from the hill Ord. This is the 
opinion of one Andrew, Bifhop of Cattey- 
nefs. And in the old Engliih writers, (fuch 
as Hoveded, Walfmghame, and others) it 
is always written Catteynefs : fo that Boe- 
thius faileth m drawing the etymology of 
Catteynefs from Catus (the proper name of 
a man) andN^fs; which doubtlefs proceed- 
ed from the ignorance of the Irifh lan- 
guage.

ABOUT the ^ear of God 103 1, in the days 
of Malcolm the fecondj King of Scotland^ the 
Danes and Norwegians, under the condu£t of 
Olatius and Enetus, feated themfelves in the 
north parts of Scotland, and took the caftle of 
Neme, where they became very ftrong ; from 
thenc6 they fent divers companies of foldiers in-" 
\o the neighbouring provinces, notonly toprey, 
but likewife to feat themfelves there, as they 
Ihould find occafion and opportunity. Olanus 
did theti fend a ilrong company to invade the 
provinces of Rofs and Sutherland, and to de- 
fti*oy the inhabitants: which Alane Thanp of 
Sutherlahd perceiving, he aflembled his coun-^ 
trymen, and the inhabitants of Rofs, with atl* 
diligence; and fought a battle at Creigh in 
Sutherland, againfl the Danes and Norwe- 
gians, who had then come from Nerne in 
Murray, and. had landed in the river of Port- 
necouter, which divided Rofs from Sutherland. 
After a long and doubtful fight, the Danes 
were overthrown, and chafed to their veffels.

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The monument whereof remains there unto thit 
day, at a place called Drumilea before Cretgh.

ABOUT the year of God 1259 the Danes 
and Norwegians did land at the ferry of Unes, 
with a refolution to invade Sutherland and the 
neighbouring provinces; againft whomWilliam 
Earl of Sutherland made refiftance? and en^- 
countered with thexn betwixt the townof Dor- 
aoch aiid the ferry df Unes, at ^ plsicec^lied £q# 
bo. After a iharp confiifir the' D»ie» are otcf* 
thrown^ their Qeneral (lain, with mWf others^ 
and the reft chafed 10 tbeir Snip^ : in memory 
of which i monument of ftdne wa«^ there ereo^ 
Ud, which wta caHed Ri-Cbroi(he» that i«, tl^ 
king, or genend, .bi» orefs} vrbic^bi together 
with divers buriafe^ is thedre to be feen at this 
day*

ABOUT the year of God ii$i9» there was 
an infurre^dn made againft the Ear) of Rofs 
by fomc of the people of that province^ inha- 
biting the^ mountata8> caDed Claii-»Iver, CIubm. 
taU^wigh, and Clan-Leawe. The Earl of Rofs 
made fucli diligence that he apprehended their 
C2^ptain| and impriibned him atl Dingwall; 
which fo incenjied the Highlanders> that they 
pqrfoed the Earl of Ro£iV fecond fon at Balne- 
gown, took hioy and carried him along pri«» 
v foncr 
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SoftkCt ^h them ; tbinking thereby to get tbeit 
cwpuia relieved. The Monroes and the Ding* 
vnXkt with fome others of the esrl of Rofs 
his dependersy gathered their forces^ and pur-i* 
filed the Hi^landers with all diligence; fo 
osertaking them, at fieallegh-le-brcig, betwixt 
Ferrin-^donneU and Loch-brime, there enfued 
acmel fight, well foughten on either fide. 
The Clan-Iter, Clan-talUwigfa) and Clan- 
Leawe were. aUnoft all utterly extinguiihed; 
die Monroes bad a forrowful Yi^^ry^ with 
great lofs of their men, and carried back again 
the earl of Rofs hi» fon. The Laird of Kildun 
was there flain, with feren fcore of the fur- 
name df DingwaM v Divers of the Monroes 
were fiain in this conflict;; and among the reft 
tbere were killed eleven of the honfc of Foulisf 
tikat were to fucceed one another; fo that the 
fiiccei&oft ol Fottlis fell unto- a child then ly- 
ioftg in his cradle; For which fervice the earl 
of Rofs gave divers lands to the Monroes and 
the DingwallSf 

Tie Cmpia rf Clogi-ni^herey. 

ABOUT the year of God 1341 John Mon- 
n>, tutor of Foulis, travelling homeward on 
bis joomey from the fouth of Scotland, to- 
wards Rofsy did repofe himfelf, by the way, 
in iStrathardale, betwixt Saint Johnftoun and 
Athok, where he fell at variance with tb;e in- 
habitants of that country, who hadabufedhim; 
which lie determined to revenge afterward*

Being come to Rofs, he gathered together his 
whole kinfmen, neighbours, and followers, 
an4 de(:hred unto them how he had been uf- 
ed, and craves their aid to revenge himfelf ; 
whercunto they yield. Thereupon he fingled 
out 350 of the flrongeft and ableft men among 
them, and fo went to Strathardale, which he 
wafted and fpoiled; killed fome of the people, 
and carried away their cattle. In his return 
home (as he was paiTing by the Ifle of Moy - 
with his prey) MackintojQa, chieftain of the 
Glan-Chattane, fent to him to crave a p^rt of 
the fpoil, challenging the jiame as due to him 
by cuftom ; John Monro offered Mzciimtofh 
a reafonabie portion, which he refufed to ac- 
cept, and would have no lefs than the half of 
the whole fpoil, whcreunto John would not 
yield. So Mackintofli conveening his forces 
with all diligence, he followed John Monro^ 
and overtook him at Clagh-ne-herey, befide 
Keffack, within one mile of Invernefs/ John 
perceiving them coming, fent 50 of his inen 
to Fecrin-donnel with the fpoil, and encou- 
raged the reft of his men to fight. So there 
enfued a cruel conflifb, where Mackintofli 
was fiain, with moft.part of his company^ 
Divers oL the* Monroes, were alfo kilted and 
John Monro left as dead in the field: but 
after all was appeafed, he was taken up by 
fome of the people thereabout, who carried 
him to their houfes, where he recovered of his 
wounds f and was afterward called John Back- 
lawigbe, becaufe be was mutilate of ^n hand. 
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The Confiia rf Clan-Cbattan and Clan^Kay. 

I81.OBERT m. in the year npd fent Lind- 
fay £arl o£ Cra^nrford, and Dunbar Earl of 
"Msrray to fuppre£s a violent conteft between 
lk clans Chattan and Klay^ who being nume- 
to\x%i bold and barbarous, mutually plundered 
and murdered each other. They, fearing left 
they (hould not effed the matter without much 
hloodOied, had recourfe to policy, viz. That 
thirty, on each fide, ihould enter themfelves 
as champions for their refpe£iiye clans, and 
decide their diArences by the fword, without 
being allowed any other weapon. This pro- 
. "(oCal W2S agreed on to on both fides. The 
king and bis nobility were to be fpe£tators of 
the combat* The conquered clan were to be 
pardoned for all their former offences, and the 
conquerors honoured with the royal favour. 
The north-inch of Perth, a level fpot, fo cal- 
led from being partly furrounded by water, 
was to be the fccne of a£Uon ; but upon the 
muftering the combatants, it was found that 
one of them, belonging to the clan Chat* 
tan, had abfented himfelf through fear, and 
could not be found. It was propofed to ba- 
lance the difierence, by withdrawing otie of 
the clan ELay j but none of them could be pre» 
vailed upon to refign the honour and danger 
oC the combat. After various other expedients 
f^g, one Henry' Wynd, a fadler, though 
no vay conne^ed with either clan, offered to ' 

fupply 
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fupply the place of the abfentee, upon hb re- 
ceiving a French crown of gold ,( about the va- 
lue of feven (hillings and fix-pence) whicb 
was accordingly paid hinu The encounter 
was maintained on both fides with inconcerr* 
mbk fury; but, at length, by the fuperior va- 
lour, ftrength, and ftill^ of Henry Wynd, 
Ti£korj declared herfelf for the clan Chaetan. 
Of them no more than ten, befides .Wynd!^ 
were left alive, and all dangeroufly wounded. 
The combatants of the clan Kay were all cnt 
off, excepting one, who remained unhurt, 
threw himfelf into the Tay, and efcaped lo 
the oppofite bank. 

THE year of God 1406 this confii£fc was 
Sought at Tuttum-tarwigh in the foutJianeft 
part .of Sutherland, as it marches with Rofs. 
Upon this occafion Angus Mackay of Stratb- 
naver married Macleod of the Lewis his fifter, 
by whom he had two fons, Angus Dow^ md 
Rory Gald. Angus Mackay dying, he leares 
the government of his eftate and children to his 
brother Heucheon Dow Mackay. Macleod of 
the Lewis underftandiug that his fifter, the wj« 
dow of Angus Mackay was hardly dealt wjeb- 
al in Strathnaver by HeuchetHi Dow, he takes 
jeumey thither to vifit her, with the ehoiceft 
men of his country. At his coming there) he 
finds that ihe is not well dealt withal ; f»he te«

THE year of God 1427 Thomas Mickay (o- 
therwife Macneill) poflefTor of the lands of 
Creighy Spanzedell and Pdlroffie in Suther- 
land, had conceived fome difpleafure againft 
the laird of Freeflb-weiki called Mowat, whom 
Thomas Macneill did eagerly purfue, and kil- 
led him near the town of Taine in RoCs, with* 
in the chappel of St. Duffus, and burnt alfo 
that chappel, unto the which this Mewat had 
retired himfelf as to a fanduary. The King 
hearing of this cruel fa£^, he caufes prociaim 
and denounce Thomas Macneill rebels and 
promifed his land to any that would apprehend 
him. Angus Murray (the fon of Alexander 
Murray of Cubin above-mentioned) under- 
ftanding the Eang's proclamation, had Xecret 
conference with Morgane and Ncill Mackay, 
brethren to this Thomas. Angus offered unto 
.^them, if they would affift him to apprehend 
their brother, that he would give them his own 
two daughters in marriage, and alfo alTift them 
to get the peaceable pofleffion of Strathnaver, 
which they did claim as due to themj and (as 
he thought) they might then eafily obtain the 
fame, with little or no refiftance at all, feeing 
that Neill-Waffc-Mackay (the fon of Angus

Neill Mackav, Morgane 
Mackay) ^nd their father*in*law ( Angas Mur* 
ray) were there flain. John Abertgh,^ having 
loft all bis men» was left for dead in the fields 
and was afterward recovered; yet he was mu^ 
tiiate all the reft of his days. Angus Dow 
Mackay, being brought thitherto view the plaoe 
of the conflidi, and fearching for the dead 
corpfe of his coufins, Morgane and NeiU, was 
there killed with a (hot of an arrow, by a Sa<- 
theiland-man, that was lurking in a buih hard 
by, after his fellows had been flain. This Joha 
Aberigh was afterward fo hardly purfued by the 
Earl of Sutherland, that he was conftrained^ 
for fafety of his life, to fly into the ifles. 

The Scottiih hiftories, in defcribing this con- 
tii&f do miftake the place, the perfons, and 
the fa£l ; and do quite change the whole ftate 
of the hiftory For the perfon, Angus Dow 
Mackay of Strathnaver, is by fome of them cal*» 
led Angus Dufl^, and by others Angus Duff of 
Strathern. For the place, they make Angus 
Dufl^ of Sltrathcrn, to trome frem Strathern^ 
(fome fay from Strathnaver) to Murray and 
Catteynefs, as if thefe (hires did join together* 
For the fad, they would have Angus DuflF to 
come for a prey of goods out of Catteynefs and 
Murray, which two (hires do not march toge- 
ther, having a great arm of the fea interjeSed 
betwixt them, called Murray-frith; and hav- 
ing Rofs and Sutherland betwixt them hj laiid.

Two chieftans and leaders of the in- 
habitants of Catceynefs werie flain, with divers 
others. This Angus Mackay, here mentioned, 
was afterward burnt and killed in the church 
of Tarbot, by the (irnamc of Rofs, whom he 
had often molefted with incurfions and inva- 
fions. 

T^he ConfliSi of Blair^ne-fairk. 

AFTER that the Lord of the Ifles h^d rcfign- 
ed the earldom of Rofs into the King's hands, 
the year of God 1477, ^^*^ province was con- 
tinually vexed and molefted with incurfions of 
the Wanders. GiUefpick (coufin to Macdonald) 
gathering a company of men, invaded the 
height of that country with great hoftility; 
which the inhabitants perceiving (and fpecial- 
ly Clan Cheinzie) they aflembled fpeedily to- 
gether, and met the Iflanders befide the river 
of Connan, about two miles from Brayle, where 
there enfued a (harp and cruel fkirmiih. The 
Clan Cheinzie fought fo hardily, and prefled 
the enemy fo, that, in the end, Gillefpick 
Macdonald was overthrown and chafed, the 
moft part of his men being either flain, or 
drowned in the river of Connan ; and this was 
called Blair-ne pairk. From the ruins of Clan- 
Donald, and fome of the neighbouring High- 
landers, began the firname Clan-Cheinzie, from 
fmall beginnings, to flourifh in thefe bounds : 

by 
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by the ruins alfo of the Clan-Donald, the houfe 
of Argylc and the Campbells became great and 
potent in the weft parts of Scotland. 

The Confli^s of Skibo and Strath-fleif. 

ABOUT the fame time Macdonald of the 
Ifles> accompanied with fome of his kinfmen 
and followers, to the number of 5 or 600, came 
into Sutherland, and encamped hard by the 
caftle of Skibo j whereupon Neill Murray (fon 
or grand-child to AngusMurray (lain at Drum- 
ne-coub) was fcnt by John Earl of Sutherland 
to refift them, in cafe they did offer any harm 
unto the inhabitants. Neill Murray perceiving, 
them going about to fpoil the country, invaded 
them hard by Skibo, and killed one of their 
chieftains, called Donald Dow, with 50 others. 
Macdonald, with the reft of his company, ef- 
caped by flighty and fo retired into their own 
country. 

Shortly thereafter another company of Mac* 
dopald his kin and friends came to Strath-fleit 
in Sutherland, and fpoiled that part of the 
country, thinking thereby to repair the lofs 
they had before received ; but Robert Su- 
therland (John £arl of Sutherland his brother) 
aflembled fqme men in all hafte, and encoun- 
tered with them upon the fands of Strath- 
fleit; after a Iharp and cruel (kirmifli, Mac*- 
doaald his men were overthrown, and divert 
of them killed.

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The Cruner Jlain by the Keiths in the 
chappel rf St. Tayre. 

ABOUT the year of God 1478 there xm 
feme diffention in Catteynefs, betwixt the 
Kekhs and the Clan-Gun. A meeting was ap- 
pointed for their reconciliation, at the chappel 
of St* Tayre in Caithnefs, hard by Girnigo^ 
with twelve horfe on either fide. The Cruner 
(chieftain of the Clan-Gun) with the moft part 
of his fons and chiefeft kinfmen came to the 
chappel, to the numl>er of twelve ; and, as they 
were within the chappel at theii^ prayers, the 
Laird of Inverugy ;ind Acrigell arrived there 
with 12 horfe, and two men upon every horfe | 
thinking it no breach of truft to come twenty-* 
four men, feeing they had but twelve horfes as 
was appointed. So the twenty-four gentlemen 
ruihed in at the door of the chappel, and in-* 
yaded the Cruner and his company at una*- 
wares; who, neverthelefs, made great refift- 
ance. In the end, the Clan^Gun were all ilain, 
' with the moft of thefe Keiths. Their blood may 
be feen at this day upon the walls within the 
chappel of St. Tayre, where they were (lain* 
Afterward William Hackames (the Cruner his 
grand-child) in revenge of his grandfather, kil- 
led George Keith of Acrigell and his fon, with 
ten of their men, at Drummoy in Sutherland, 
as they were travelling from Inverugy into 
Catteynefs.

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The CMflia ff AfMebarri/bi^ 

THE year of Ood 1487 this conflia Waft 
fought upon this oC(^afion} Angus Mackay 
heing (Iain at Tafbot by the furname of Rofs, 
as I have (hewn already, John Reawighe Mao 
iay (the fon of this AngUs) came to the Earl of 
Sutherland, upon whom he then depended^ 
and d^fired his aid to revenge his father's death | 
whereunto the Earl of Sutherland yields, and 
fent his unde Robert Sutherland, with a coQi^ 
pany of men, to affift him. Thereupon Robert 
Sutherland and John Reawigbe Mackay did in« 
tade Strathoickeli and Strath*Cbarron wftlh fir« 
and firord ; burnt, fpoiled, and laid wafte di<* 
trers lands appertaining to the Rofles. The 
Laird of Ballinegowne (then chief of the Rof'* 
fes in that (hire) hearing of this inralion, he 
gathered all the forces of Rofs, and met Ro« 
bert Sutherland and John Reawighe at a place 
called AldicharriOie. There enfued a cruel and 
furious combat, which continued a long fpace^ 
with incredible obOinacy} much blood was 
fhed on either fide. In end, the inhabitants of 
Rofs, being unable to endure or re(ift the ene« 
my's forces^ were utterly diibanded and pot to 
flight. Alexander RofSi Laird of Ballinegowne^ 
was there flatn, with feventeen other landed 
gentlemen of the province of Rofs, besides a 
great number of common foldiers. The manu'*

THE year of God 1516 Y Roy Mackay ©f 
Stratbnaver dying, there arofe civil diflention 
in Strathnaver, betwixt John Mackay (the (on 
of Y Roy) and Ncill Na-werighe (the faid T 
Roy his brother); John Mackay excludes his un- 
cle Neill (.who was thought to be the righteous 
heir) and taketh ppfleflion of , Stratbnaver. 
Neill, again, .aUedging that his nephews John 
and Donald were baftards^. doth claim th^fe 
lands, axid makes his refuge of John Earl of 
, C^tteynefs, of whom he did obtain a company 
of men, who were fent with Neill his four 
fons to invade Stratbnaver. They take the pof- 
feffion of the country from John Mackay ; who, 
being unable to refift their forces, retires him- 
felf to the Clanchattane to feek their fupport, 
^nd leaves his brother Donald Mackay to de- 
fend the country as he might. Donald> in his 
brother. John his abfence^ furprifed his couiija- 
germans under filence of the night at Daill- 
leawighe) and killed two of his coufins (the 
fons of Neill Na-werighe) with the ntoft part 
of their company ; .whereupon J(^n Mackay 
returned home, and took peaceable pofleflipn 
of the country. Thereafter ^eill Na-wer^he 
came and willingly rendered himfelf. to hig 
nephews John^ and Donald, who caufed ap- 
prehend 
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t fierce and truel con6id. The SuthetUudw 
men chafed John Mackay his van^guard, am4 
made them retire to himfelf where he flood in 
battle-arraj; then did he feled: and chuie a 
number of the ablell men in all his hoft, and 
with thefc he himfelf retbrned again to tbd 
confIi£l} leaving his brother Donald to con-^ 
dn£k the reft, and to fupport him as neceflSty 
ihould require. Whereupon they do hefgin a 
more cruel fight than bcfort, well foughten oq 
either fide. In end, after long refiftance, the 
Sutherland-men obtained the vi£lory 5 few of 
thefe that came to renew the fight efcapedi 
but only John Mackay himfelf, and that rerf 
hardly. Niell Macean-Macangus ot Affint 
was th^re flain, with divers of his men« 
There were 216 of the Strathnaver*>m9n left 
dead in the field, befi^es thofe that died, in 
the chafe. There were flain of Sutherland-* 
men 38 Not long thereafter John Mackay 
fent William ahd Dqnald, two brethren, with 
a company of men, to inyade John Murray^ 
with whom they met at a place called Loch* 
Salachie in Sutherland; after a fharp fkirmifbj 
both the chieftains of the Strathnaver-men 
were flain, with divers of their men, and the 
reft put to flight: neither was the vi^ory plea* 
fing to John Murray, for he loft, there, hjs 
brother, called John Roy-Muitay. Thus con- 
tinued the inhabitants of thefe countries in- 
. fefting one another with continual fpoils,* un* 
till the year of God 1522, that Alexander 
Gordon (£arl Adain bis eldeft fon) overthiew

Sir Hugh Kcniiedy of Griffcn-matfiS dwdt 
then in Sutherland, having married John Earl

ally vex one another, uiitil this Donfld Mac* 
kay was apprehended, and imprifoned ii^ the 
caftle of Foulis in Rofs, by commandment of 
the Queen-Regent and the Governor, where 
he continued a good while in captivity. 

The ConftiSl of Gar-vjdrie. 

THE Queen-Regent having gotten the go- 
vernment of Scotland from the £arl of Arran, 
(he made ner progrefs into the north, and {<> 
to 'Invernefs, the year of God 1555. Then 
was Y Mackay (the fon of Donald) fummoned 
to compear before the Queen at Invernefs, for 
that he had fpoiled and molefted the country, 
of Sutherland during Earl John his being in 
France with the Queen-Regent. Mackay re-i 
fufed to compear ; whereupon there was .3 
copimiffion granted to John Earl of Sutherland 
againft him. Earl John invaded Strathnaver 
in all hoftile manner, and befieged the caftle 
of Borwe, the principal fort of that country; 
which he took by force, and caufcd hang the 
captain; then demoliflied the fort. In end, 
he befet Y Mackay fo, on all fides, that he 
forced him to render himfelf, and then was 
delivered by Earl John to Sir Hugh Kennedy, 
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bf whom be was conveyed fouth, and com* 

nitted to ward in the caftle of Edinburgh, 

wYiere Ic remaix^d a long fpace* Whilft Y 

Madof had in captivity, his couiin german, 

John Moir Mackay, took upon him the go^ 

venusent of Strathnaver. This John/ Moir 

taiazg the occafion of Earl John his abfence 

in Ac ibutb of Scotland, .he invaded Suther* 

bnd with a company of the moft refolute men 

in Strathnaver^ they burnt the chappel of St. 

Ninians in Nawidell, where the inhabitants 

of the country, upon this fudden tumult, had 

conveyed fome of their goods: fo, having 

fpoiled that part^pf the country, they retire 

bomeward. The inhabitants of Sutherland 

afletnbiled together, and followed in all hafte, 

under the condu£t of Macjames, the Terrell 

of the Doil, and James Macwilliam. They o« 

vcrtook the Strathnaver-mcn at the foot of 

the hill called Bm-moir in Berridail, and in* 

vaded them befide the water of Garwarie, 

where there enfued a cruel conflif): foughten 

with great ohftinacy. The Strathnaver-men 

were overthrown and chafed, above 120 of 

them were /lain, and fome drowned in Gar** 

warie. This is the lad confli£l that hath beea 

foughten betwixt Sutherland and Strathnaver.

bis> kd^, being poifoaed, the year 1567, hU 
ibn Alexander (being yoang) fueceeded unto 
hsm» whore ward and marriage George Earl 
0f Catteynefs had right to, and withal gets the 
duftody of Earl Alexander daring the time of 
his ward; whereat Earl Alexander his moft 
tender friends (and chiefly the Murrays of 
Sutherland) bei^g grievedi ther lay a plot a* 
mong themfelves, to convey Eari Alexander 
from the Earl of Catteynefs ^ which they ef« 
ie£ku2ttf and deliyer him to the Earl of Hunt- 
lie, \rith whom he ftaid unril his ward wa» 
expired the year 1573,, daring which time the 
Earl of Catteynefs kept poflemon of the land ; 
whereupon divers troubles did enfoe. The 
Eari of Catteynefs removed the Murrays of 
Sutherland from their pofieiBons ) .which^ ne« 
verthelefsy they endeavoured to keep. Hat«» 
cheon Murray with divers of his friends do 
poiTefs themfehres with the town of Domogh 
and the adjacent lands, being formerly poiTefied 
by them. The Earl of Catteynefis fent hit 
fon John, Mafter of Catteynefs, withanuSt^ 
ber of men, to remove the Murrays from Dor- 
Bogh Y Mackay did alfo accompany the Maf^ 
ter of Catteynefs in his journey. Being come to 
Domogh, tbey beiiege the Murrays there ; wbo^ 
for ^he ipace of fome days iflued furth, and 
ikirmiihed with the enemy. |n end, the Mat- 
ter, of Catteynefs burnt the town and the ca»- 
thedral church, which the inhabitants could 
not longer defend. Tet, after the town was 
loft, they kept the caftle, the enemy ftil) af* 

faulting 
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ftiilnng ihem, but io vaijii without any fuc- 
cr ' 1 c fptcc of II monih Thcn^ by the 

nvv . of fome indifFerent friends, they 
furranlcred the caftle, and gave three pledges, 
%Y.* "-'^in two months they ihould depart 
fr :Hand; which ihcy dtdj and retired 

rir.j.. iri of Huntly, with whom 

{fcry it . expiring ni the E^rl Alex- 

ander his wards at which time they recovered 
their smtient poflellions. Not-thdefs that the 
Muirays had letired thcmfelves, as they had 
promired , yet they were no tboner departed^ 
but the pledges were beheaded, During the

s, and chiefly at Crabrtaine, 
Ijw.t ill*.) ^xit* j^ood fervice againft the foot- 
fupplf ihsX was fcnt by the Regent to alhft 
the Forbefre*. This burning of Domoch and 
of the CachedrAl church happened the year of 
God 1570 The next year toilowing (which 
was 157 I ) George Earl of Catteynefs, became 
jealous of fome plots which his elded fan 
Jobfif Mailer of Catteynt^fs, and Y Mackay q£ 
Scrathnai^er had contrived againft him, and 
eupon apprehended his fon John whom 
impnloned dotely at Girnigo, where he 
died after fcveu years captivity- T Mackay 
perceiving that John Mafter of Catteynefs was 
unprifoned by bb father^ he retired heme into 
St' ' ^ :k1 died within fix months there* 
ait - year of God 157 !• 
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The Ccnfiieis ef AUgawne and Lecknuhut. 

THE year of God 1585 George Earl of Cat- 
teynefs married the Earl of Huntlie his fifter; 
at* which time, by Huntlie's mediation, the 
Earls of Sutherland and Catteynefs were re- 
conciled. It was then concluded among thetn^ 
that the Clan-Gun Ihould be purfued and in- 
vaded by the Earls of Sutherland and Cattey- 
nefsy becaufe they were judged to be the chief 
authors of the troubles which were then like 
to enfue; and to this efFe£t it was refolded 
. that two companies of men {houl4 be fent by 
the Earls of Sutherland and Catteynefs againft 
fuch of the Qan-Gun as dwelt in Catteynefs, 
thereby to compafs them, that no place of 
retreat might be left unto them, which was 
done. The Earl of Sutherland his company 
was conduced by John Gordon of Backies and 
James Macrorie ; the Earl of Catteynefs bia 
company was conduced by his coufin Henry 
Sinclair) a refolute gentleman. It fortuned 
that Henry Sinclair and his company rencoua- 
tered firft with the Qan-Gun, who were now 
aflembled together at a hill called Bingrimej 
and with them was William Mackay (brother 
to Hutcheon Mackay of Strathnaver, and 
nephew to this Henry Sinclair that led the 
Catteynefs-men) who was accompanied with 
fome Strathnaver-men. Now were the Clan- 
Gun advertifed of this preparation made a- 
gainft them; and no fooner were they in fight 

of 
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of one another, but. thejr prepared both for 
the figlity which was begun yithQUt feajr or 
delay on either fide. The Clan-Gun although 
iaferior in number, yet had they the ad- 
vantage of the hill i by reafon of which the 
Catteyne&-men came (hort with their firft 
ifjght of arrows : by the contrary, the ClaQ-, 
Gun fpared their ihot uptil they came hard 
by the enemy, which then they beftowed 
upon them with great advantage. Thep en* 
enfued a iharp conflict at a place called Aid- 
gawne, whelb Henry Sinclair wa$ flain with 
I20 of hia company and the reft chafed wd 
ut to flight, who bad all been deftroyed, had 
lOt the darknefs of the night favoured their 
flight. Which C9ming to the ears of John Gor- 
don, James Mackrorie^ and Neill Macean^ 
Macwittiam, who had the condu£^ of the Earl 
of Sutherland his men, they purfued the Clan* 
Gun, and followed them to Lough -Broom, 10 
the height of Rofs, whither they had fled; 
and there, meeting with them, they invade 
diem at a place caJled Leckmeline. After ai 
fliaTp fldriBiih, the Clan^Gun were overthrown 
9nd chafed, 32 of them flain, and their cap* 
tain^ Geerge, wounded and taken prifoner^ 
whom they carry along with them unto Dun- 
robin, and there they deliver him unto Alex^ 
wder Earl of Sutherland. This happened ip 
-the year of God i j86. . 
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Troubles in the Weft I/Us the year 1586. 

THIS commotion in the Weftcrn Ifles of 
Scotland did arife, at this time^ betwixt the 
Clan-Donald ^nd Clan-Lean upon thisocca/ioD. 
Donald Gorme Macdonald of Sleat, traTelling 
from the iile of Skyi to vifit his coufin Angus 
Macdonald of Kintyre^landed with his company 
in an ifland calfed Juray or Duray, which part* 
ly appertaineth to Maclean, partly to Angus 
Macdonald; Ind by chatice he Minded in that 
part of the ifland which appertaineth to Mac- 
lean being driven in thither by contrary winds $ 
where they werenofooneronfliore^but twoout- 
laws, Macconald Tearreagh and Hutcheon 
Macgillefpick (who were lately fallen out with 
Donald Gorme) arrived alfo with a company 
of men; and underftanding that Donald Gorme 
was there, they fecretly took away, by night, 
a number of cattle out of that part of the ifland 
which appertaineth to Maclean, and fothey 
retire again to the fea; thereby thinking to 
raife a tumult againfl: Donald Gorme, by mak- 
ing the Clan-Lean to believe that this was 
done by Donald Gorme his men, who lying at 
a place called Inver-knock^wrick, were fud- 
denly invaded unawares, under filence of the 
night (neither fufpeaing* nor expecting any 
fuch matter) by Sir Lauchkn Maclean and his 
kin, the Clan-Lean, who had aflTcmbied their 
whole forces againft him. Maclean and his 
people killed^ that night, above 60 of the 

N Clan- 
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Oan«1>Dnalci ; Donald Gorme himfelf with 
tbc tefidue elcz^td, by going to deep in a (hip 
that hj in the harbour. Angus Macdonald of 
'SjntfTC hearing of this lamentable accident 
faifen out betwixt, his brother-in-law Maclean 
.(vliofe fitter he had married) and his coufin 
Ibnald Gorme, he taketh journey into the 
Sky to vifit Donald Gorme, and to fee by what 
means he could work a reconciliation betwixt 
him and Maclean for the daughter of Donald 
Gorme his. men at Inver-knock-wrick After 
Angus had remained a while in the Sky with 
his coufin^ he taketh journey homeward into 
Santyre$ smd in his return he landed in the 
ifle of Muiij and went to Duart (Macleap his 
chief dweiiing place in Mull) againft the opi- 
nion of bis two brethren Coll and Rcnald, and 
of bis coufinRenald MaccoU, who all perfuad* 
ed. Angus to the contrary; defiring him to 
fend for Maclean, and fo, to declare iinto him 
how he had fped with his coufin Donald 
Gorme, and how far he was inclined to a re- 
conciliation ; but Angus trufted fo much in his 
brother-in-law Sir Laucblan Maclean,' that be 
would not hearken unto their counfel ; where- 
upon his two brothers left him, but his cou- 
fin Renald Macdonald accompanied him to 
Duart, where Angus at firit was welcomed 
with great fepw of kindnefs; but he with all 
his coqipany \ii^re taken prifoners bySirLauch- 
Ian Maclean the next day after their arrival, 
Ktnaid MaccoU efcaping, and that very hardly. 
Aogus was there detained in captivity, until 

he 
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be did renounce his right and title to the Em-- 
nes of Ila, which property appertained b die 
Clan-^Donald, and had been by them given ia 
pofleiEon for their perfonal fervice; Angus 
was forced to yield or there to end his days i 
ud for performance of what was defired,H' Axi'^ 
gus gave his eldeft fon Jamesi and his brother 
Renald^ as pledges^ to remain at Duart^ until 
Maclean (hould get the tide of the Kinnes of 
JLlamade over unto him: and fo» the pkdgfcs 
being delivered, Angus had his liberty. 
. Angus Macdonald receiving the wrong 9t 
Maclean his hand, befides that which his cou* 
fin t)onald Gorme had before received at lap 
ver-knock*wrick, he went about, by^all means^ 
to revenge the fame; and the better to bring 
this purpofed revenge to pafs, he ufeth a poli- 
cy by a kind of invitation, which was thu5| 
Madean having gotten the two pledges into 
his po&ei&on, he taketh journey into Ifla, to 
get the performance of what was promi£bd un^ 
to him, leaving Renald, one of the pledges^ 
fettered in prifon at his houfe of Daart ia 
Mull, and carrying his nephew James (die foa 
of Angus and the other pledge) along with 
him in his voyage. Being arrived in the ifle of 
tfla, he encamped at £l]an4ogh-gorme, a ruin* 
«>us fort lying upon the Kinnes of Ifla* Tliere# 
upoii Angus Macdonald took occafion to invite 
Madean to come to Mulintrea, or Mullndrhea 
(a divelling place which Angus had well fur- 
nijfhed in the ifle of Ifla) feeing he was better 
provided of all kind of provifion there, thn 

Mac-

Maelean could be; earaeftly entreatiiig bim to 
lye at hia houfe, where he fhould be as wel- 
come aa he could make him^ that they Aould 
make merry fo long aa his provifion could hft, 
and when that was done, be would go with 
him. For this cuftom the iilandera have, that 
when one is incited to another's houfe, they 
aerer depart, fo long as any provifion doth laft; 
and when that is done, they go to the next, 
and fo from one to one, until they make a round 
from neighbour to neighbour, ftill carrying 
the mafter of the former family with them to 
the next houfe: [moreover, all /the iilandera 
are of nature very fufpicious, full of deceit 
and evil intention agaisft their neighbours^ 
by wbatfomever way they may get them def-^ 
troyed; beiides this they are fo cruel in taking 
revengC) that neither have they regard to per* 
fon, time, age, or caufe, as you may partly 
fee in this {articular, f] Sir Lauchlan Maclean 
Ms anfwer to Angus Macdonald his meflbnger 
was, that he dui^ not adventure^ to go unto 
him, for miftruft. Angus then replied, that 
he needed not to miftrufti feeing that he had 
his fon and his brother pledges already, whom

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kis friend^ might keep in their cuftody uhtil 
his return; and that, for his own part, he ^A 
intend nothing againft him but to continue iu 
all brotherljr lo^e and afiedion towards him. 
inlaclean hearing this, feemed to be ^pid of all 
fttfpicion, and fo refolves to go unto Angus 
his houfe; he carried with him James Mac- 
donald the pledge (his own nephew and the 
fon of Angus) whom he kept always in his 
cuftody, thereby to fave himfelf from danger^ 
if any injury (hould be offered him. He csunjsi 
to Mulintrea, accompanied with 86 of his 
kinsfolks and fervants in the month of July^ 
1586^ where at their firft arrival, they were 
pnade welcome with all courtefy, and fumptu- 
ottfiy banqueted all that day; but Angus in 
the mean time, had premoniflied all hjs friends 
and well wifhers within liatobe at his houfe the 
fame night, at nine of the clock ; for he had 
concluded with himfelf to kill them all, the 
Tery firft night of their arrival, and ftiU con- 
cealed his purpofe, until he found the time 
commodious, and the ^place proper. So Mac- 
dean, being lodged with all his men in a long 
houfe that was fomewhat diftant from other 
houfes, took to be with him his nephew James^ 
the pledge before mentioned, with whom he 
never parted: but within an hour thereafter 
when Angus had aflembled his men, to the 
number of 3 or 400, he placed them all in or- 
der, about the houfe where Maclean then lay. 
Angus himfelf came and called upon Maclean 
at the door, offering him his repofing drink, 

which 
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wbith was forgotten to be given Him before be 
'went to hcd* Maclean anfwered that he de^ 
fired none for that time. Altho* (faid Angus) 
^t be fd^ yet it is my will that thou arife aad 
4:ome forth to receive it. Then began Maclean 
JEO fufpeO:, and fo' did arife, with his nephew 
James betwixt his fhoulders ; thinking, that if 
prettnt kHling was intended againft him^ he 
-would favc hinrfclf fo long as he could, by ihc 
toy- The boy, feeing his father with a bare 
iword, and a number of his then in like man«* 
.nei* about him, cried, with a loud voice, for 
jnei^cy to his* uncle $ which was granted, and 
(Maclean immediately removed to a fecret 
chamber till the next morning. Then called 
<Angu$ to the remnant /within, fo many as 
would have their own liveis to be faved, that 
they ihould come forth (l^^cconald Tearreagfa 
and an^ither, w^kmb be named, only ejs:cept^;) 
obedience was made by all the reit, smd thefe 
two only, fearing the danger, refufed to come 
forth: whidh Angus perceiving|, he command- 
ed iiioontinent to put fire to the houfei which 
was done, (6 that the two men were pitifully 
burnt to dqath. This Macconald was the au^ 
thor of thcfe troubles, the other was a very 
near kinfman to Madlean, and of the eldeft of 
his firname, renowned both for counfel and 
manhood. 

After that Ae report of Maclean his taking 

eame to the ifie of Mull, Allan Maclean^ and 

fome others of the Mackans, caufed a rumour 

to be fprezd in Ila, that Renald (the brother 

E of 
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of Angus ]$Iacdonald and the other pledger 
which he had given to Maclean) was flain at 
Duart in Mull, by Maclean his friends ; which 
falfe report was raifed by Allan Maclean, 
that thereby Angus Macdonaid might be mo-> 
ved to kill his prifoner Sir Lauchlan Maclean^ 
and fo Allan himfelf might fucceed to Sir 
Lauchlan; and indeed it wrotight this effeCt^ 
that how foon it came to Angus his ears tHsu 
his brother Renald was flain, he revenged him* 
felf fully upon the prifoners; for Maclean his 
followers were by couples beheaded the days 
followitiff^ by Coll the brother of Angus. The 
report of this faA at Mulintrea was carried to 
the»Earl of Argyle, who immediately aiTembled 
his friends, to gtt Maclean out of Angus his 
power; but perceiving that they were not aWc 
to do it, either by force or fair means, thejr 
thfiight it neceffary to complain to the kmg. 
His Majefty direfbed charges to Angtts, by a 
herald of arms, commanding him to reftore 
Maclean into the hands of the Earl of Argyll; 
but the meflenger was interrupted, and the 
haven port (lopped where he fhould have taken 
ftiipping towards Ila, and fo returned home : 
yet, with exceeding travel made by Captain. 
James Stewart, Chancellor of Scotland, and 
many ftrait conditions granted by Maclean un» 
to Angus, Maclean was at laft exchanged for 
Renald the brother of Angus, and pledge be- 
fore-mentioned j and for performance of fuch 
conditions as Maclean did promife to Angus, 
. at his delivery, he gave bis ownfon^ and 

the 
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the fi>Q o£ Macleod of Herris, with divers other 
pledges to Angus Macdanald^ who thereupon 
vrentiflto Ireland upon fome occafion of bufi- 
x^eHsj which- Maclean underilanding, he in* 
vaded the ifle of Ua, and burnt a great part of 
the/ame, regarding neither the fafcty of the 
pjbdges^ nor his faith given before the friends 
a^his delivery. Angus Macdonald, returning, 
oat of Ireland did not ftir the pledges, who 
were innocent of what was, done unto his 
lands in his abfence ; yet, with a great prepa« 
ration of men and ihipping, he went into the 
iflands and Tirhie appertaining to Maclean, . 
inyading thefe places with great hoftility; 
wncre, what by fire, what by fword, and 
w\i2Lt by water, he deftroyed all the men that 
be could overtake (none excepted) and all 
forts of beafts that ferved for domeftical ufe 
and pleafure of man; and finally came tp 
the very Bin-moir in Mull, and there killed 
and chafed the Clan-Lean at his pleafure, and 
fo, fully revenged himfelf of his former in- 
juries. Whilft Angus Macdonald was thus 
raging in Mull and Tirhici Sir Lauchlan 
Maclean went into Kintyre, fpoiled, wafted, 
and burnt a great part of that country; and 
thus for a while, they did continually vex one 
another with ilaughters and outrages, to the 
deftru£kion, well near of all their country and 
people. In this mean time Sir Lauchlan Mac* 
lean did entice and train John Macean of Ar- 
demurchie (one of the Clan*Donald) to come « 
unto him unto the ifle of Mull, promifing him 
El that 
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that he would give him his mother imiisr^ 
riage, unto whom the faid John Maceanhad 
been a fuitor. John being come unto MuH, 
in hope of this marriage, Maclean yielded tft 
(is defire, thinking thereby to draw John Ma* 
eean unto his party againfl: Angus Macdonaid. 
The marriage was celebrated at Torloiske in 
Mull; but the fame very night John Maceaa 
his chamber was forced, himfelf taken from 
his bed out>of Maclean his mother's arms, and 
eighteen of his men ilain, becaufe he refufed to 
aiTiit Maclean againft Angus Macdonald** Thefe 
were (and are to this day) called, in a proverb, 
Maclean his Nuptials* John Macean was c|e- 
tained a whole year in captivity by Maclean $ 
and, at laft, was rekafed in exchange of Mac- 
lean his fon and the reft of the pledges whidli 
Angus Macdonald had in his hands. Tbe/e 
two iflanders, Angus Macdonald and Maclean, 
were afterwards written for by the kiog, and 
trained unto Edinburgh, the year of God 159 li 
with promife fafely to pafs and repafs unhurt 
or molefted in their bodies or goods, and were 
leommitted both to ward within the caftle of 
Edinbiirgh, where they remained not long 
when they were remitted free, to pafs home 
again, for a pecunial fine, and a remiflion 
granted to either of them. Their eldeft {otA 
were left as pledges for their obedience in time 
coming.

THE jcear of God 1587 there happea«d foma 
4i&nfioa bet^rixt the* Earls of Sutherland and 
Gattcynefs upon this occafion. George Gor» 
doa of Marie in Sutherland (bafe fon to GiJU 
hert Gordon of Gartie) had done diTers qoot 
tempts and indignities to the Earl of Cattejr^ 
ztefs and his fervant$> oecafioned through the 
nearneis of George Gordon his dwelling place^ 
which bordered upon Catteynefs* Thefe in<» 
folencies of George Goridon'a^ tlie Earl of 
Catteynefe could not or would not endure | 
and foj a&mbling a company of men^ Korfe 
tnd foot, he comes^ under iilence of the nighty 
tnd inVades George Gordon in his own houfit 
at Marie. George makes all the refiftanc« he 
oottid; and» as they were eagerly purfuing 
the houfe^ he flays a fpecial gentleman of Cat^ 
teynefS) called John Sutherland^ therewith ho 
Ifiued out of the houfe, and. calls him&lf into ' 
the river of Helmifdel, which was hard by, 
thinking to faTe himfelf by fwimming; but 
he wa« (hot with arrows^; and flain in the wa« 
,ter. This happened in the month of Februs- 
ary 15 87* 

Alexander Earl of Sutherl^id took the 

. flaughter of €reorge Gordon in evil part^ 

which he determined to revenge^ and therer 

upon dealt with fuch of hia friends as ba4 

CDBdit at ooart &r the time; by whoft mea^ 

be 
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itig a frej of goods before ibt Kdft. . By itihis 
time fome of the inhaUtamtri of Sttthedauf 
we^0 s^ffemUed, to ^e number of 5 or 400 
Onl^, and Jiercelving the Catteynefs-men upon 
the fsindB of- Cl€lii<^trediia}| thej prefently in. 
vade tbein at a piace called Clyns. There en« 
filed a (harp confli^i^ ioughteh with greac ob«- 
ftinacy on eidiei; fide^ till the night parted 
them. Of the Sutfaeriand-mcn there word 
flain John Murray and Cxteen , common .fol« 
diers. Of the Catteynefi^men them were 
ieitied: Nicolas Sutherland (the laird of Forfie 
his brother) and Ai%u8 Mactormot, with tbir'' 
tJeen others* - Divers were hurt on tither fide. 

The neit morning timely, the Earl of Cat* 
teynefs returned with ail diligence into jGat* 
tdyhefs, for to defend bis own country; £(Mr 
xv'hilft he was in Sutherkod, Hutckeon Mac- 
kay bad entered with hk forces into Cattey* 
iieis, and h;id fpoiled that country e\ren t6 Ak 
town of Tfaurfo : but before the £arl of Cat* 
tsyfteft eould overtake htm, he returned ag^n 
kitorStrathnairer with a great booty. 

Thus they invefted one another with C(^ilti« 
ttu^l fpoils and' flaughters, until they were re- 
conciled by the mediation of the Earl of Hunt^ 
ley^ who caufed them meet at Strathbogie; 
and a final peace was concluded there, be- 
twixt thefe parties^ in the month of Maiek 
1^591 1 • Here ends this book of Sutherland*

and Murray. 

THE inftramcnts of this trouble were the 
laird of Grai^t and Sir John Campbell of CaU 
der^ knight. The knight of Calder had fpent 
the moft part of his time in court, where he was 
very familiar with Chancellor Maitland, from 
whom he received inftru£l:ions to engender 
differences betwixt Huntlie and Murray, which 
commiffion he accomplilbed trery learnedly, 
and inflamed the one agaiaft the other, by the 
laird of Grant his means, thus James Gordon 
(eideft fon to Ale|;ander Gordon of Lefmoir) 
accompanied with fome of his friends, went 
Co Bailendallegh in StrathTpey, to affift his 
aunt, the widow of that place, againft John 
Grant, tutor of Bailendallegh, who went a<* 
bout to doberfon injury, ;ind to detain her 
lents from her. James Gordon coming thi^i^ 
tber, all was reftored unto the widow, a fmall 
matter excepted $ which, notwithflanding, he 
would have from the tutor, thinking it a diC« 
grace to him and to his family if bis aunt 
fhould k>fe the leaft part of her due. After 
fome conteftatton, there was beating of fcr<*^ 
vants on either (ide \ and, being put afunder 
at that time, James Gordon and his company 
retired home. Hereupon the family of Lef- 
moir do perfuade Johh Gordgn (brother to Sir 
Thomas Gordon of Qunie) to marry the wi- 
dow of Bailendallegh, which be did, The 
F tutor' 
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tutor of Ballendallegh grudging that any of the 
firname of Gordon ihould dwell among them, 
he fell at variance with John Gordon, by the 
laird of Grant his perfaafion, and kilkd one 
of John Cordon his fervants ; whereat John 
Gordon was fo incenfed^ and purfued fo est* 
gerly the tutor^ and fuch of the Grants* as 
would aflifti harbour, or nnaintain him or his 
fervants, that he got them outlawed, and made 
yebels by the lawis of the kingdom : and fur- 
ther, he moved his chief the Earl of Huntlie 
to fearch and follow themy by virtue of a com- 
miCTion, its fherifFof that £hire« Huntlie be- 
fieges the houfe of Ballendallegfa, and takes it 
by force the 2d day of November 1590', but 
the tutor efcaped. Then began Calder and 
Grant to work their* premeditated plot, and do 
ftir up the Clan-Chattan and their chief Mac- 
intofh to join with the Grants ;■ they perfuade 
alfo the Earls of .Athole and Murray to affift 
them againft Huntlie. They Ihew the Esrrl of v 
Murray that how he had a fit opportunity and 
dccafion to make himfelf ftrong in thcfe north 
parts, and to make head againft the houfe of 
Huntlie ; that they and all their friends would 
affift him to the uttermoft of their power; that 
Chancellor Maitland would work at court to 
their efFeft againft Huntlie ; fo that now be 
fhould not flip this occafion, left afterward he 
ftiould never have the like opportunity in'liia 
time. Hereupon the Etrls of Murray and A- 
thole, the Dunbars, the Clan-Chattan, the 
Grants, and the laird of Calder, with all their 

fa^iouj 
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€»£\:lon, met at Forrcfs, to confult of their af- 
fairs, where they were all fworn in one league 
togetber, fome of the Dunbars refufing to join 
vrith them. Huntlie underftanding that the 
Earls of Murray and Athole did intend to make 
a &d:ion againft him, he afTembled his friends 
vith all diligence, and rides to Forrefs with a 
refoiutioB to djifiblve their convention. Murray 
ap4 Athole, hearing of {luntlie's coming to- 
wards them, they leaVe Forrefs, and Hie to 
Tarnoway, the Earl of Murray's chief dwelling 
place. The Earl of Huntlie follows them thi- 
ther; but before his coming, the Earl of A- 
thole, the lairds of Macintolh, Grant, Calder, 
and th^ flierifF of Murray^ had left the houfe, 
and were ied to the mountains ; only the Earl 
of Murray ftaid, and had before provided all 
things n^cefiary for^his defence, Huntlie com- 
ing within fight of the houfe, he fent John 
Qordon before mentioned, with fome men, 
to view the fame : but John approaching more 
hardily than warily, was (hot from the houfe, 
and flain with, a piece, by one of the Earl of 
Murray's fervants. Huntlie perceiving the 
houfe of Tarnoway furniihed wit^ all things 
necefiary for a long fiege, and underftanding 
alCo that the moft part of his enemies were fled 
to the mountains, he left the houfe and difTol- 
ved his company the 24th of November 1 590. 
The Earl of Huntlie theireupon haftens to the 
CQurt, and doth reconcile hirafelf to Chancel- 
lot B^itland, who fliortly thereafter (not fo\ 
much (or thefavour he bore to Huntlie, as /or 
Fa . the

the* hatred he had conceited agaitift the Effitl of 
Murray for Bothwell his caufe) did purdnda 
a commiffion to Huntlie againft the Earl of 
Murray, caring little,. in the meantime, what 
Ihould become cither of Murray or Huntlie^ 
The year of God 1591 Huntlie (eat Allan 
Macdonell-Duy into Badenach againft the 
Clan-Chattan j after a fliarp Xkirmifli ^he Clan* 
Chattan were chafed, and above fifty of ttatm 
flain. Then Huntlie fent Macronald againft 
the Grants, whom Macronald invaded . in 
Strathfpey, killed eighteen of them, and waft^^ 
ed all Ballendallegh bis lands. The year of 
God 1591, the 27th of December, the firft 
raid of the Abbay was enterprifed by the Earl 
of Sothwell ; but' failing of his purpofe, Yie 
was forced to flie away, and fo efcaped. The 
Duke <^ Lenox and the Earl of Huntlie were 
ient into the weft with a conuniffion againft 
Bothwell aiid fuch as did harbour himj but 
Bothwell efcapcd before their coming. Then 
took the Earl of Murray his fatal and laft 
journey from Tarnoway fouth to Dumbriffill, 
where he did harbour and recept the Earl of 
Bothwell. Huntlie being now M court, which 
then fojourned at Edinburgh, he urges Chan- 
cellor Maitland for his commifBon againft the 
Earl of Murray; and, having obtained the 
fame, he takes journey *with forty geiiitlemen 
from Edinburgh to the Queensferry, and from 
thence to DunibriffiU, wliei» he invades tha 
Earl of Murray. Huntlie, befijre his approach 
to the houfe, fent captain John Gordon (bro- 
ther 
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dier to "WiUtam Gordoa laird of C^ight) to 
dc&re Ae Earl of Murray to gire over the' 
houftaiid to render himfelfj which was not 
onlj fcfafed, but alfo captain John Gordon 
was deadly hurt by a piece, by one of the Earl 
of Murray his fervants, at his very firft ap- 
pioach to the gates : whereupon they fet fire 
ia the koufe, and force the entry. Humiie 
commanded the Earl of Murray to be taken a- 
live \ but the laird of Cluniei whofe brother 
was^flain at Tarnoway, and the laird of Geight, 
who had his brother lying deadly wounded be« 
fore his eyes, overtaking Murray, as he was 
efcaped out of the houfe, killed him among 
the rocks upon the fea^fide. There was alfo 
the iheriff of Murray fiain^by Innes of Inner- 
markie, which happened* the 7th day of Fe» 
bmary 1591* Pirefently heseupon Huntiie re- 
turned into the north, and left captain John 
Gordon at Innerkeithing, until be were re<* 
covered of bis wound, where he was taken by 
the Earl of Murray's friends and executed at 
Edinburgh^ being fcar^e able to live one dav 
longer for his wound received at Dunibriffill* 
Sir John Campbell of Calder, knight, who was 
the worker and caofe of their troubles, and*of 
tbe miferies that enfued thereupon, was af«« 
terward pkifuliy flain by his own fimame in 
Argyic. 

The Earl of Huntiib was charged by the 
Lsrd St. Colme (tbe late flain Earl of Murray 
faisbrother) to undcrly the cenfure of the law 
for the flaugbter at punibriiliiL Huntiie com- 

^ peared 
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peared at Edinburgh at the day appointed^ be-- 
ing ready to abide tht trial of an affize) aad 
unto fuch time as his peers were afleipbled to 
that etkOt, he did offer to remain in ward in 
any place the King would appoint him : where- 
upon he was warded in the Blacknefs the 1 2th 
day of March i5$K> and was releafed the 20th 
day of the fame months upon fecurity and cau- 
tion given by him that he ihould enter again 
upon fix days warning, whenfoever be fiioald 
be charged to that cSe& 

After the Earl of Murray his flaughter at 
Dunibrifiilli the Clan-Chattan (whO| of all 
that faction, mod eagerly endeavoured to re- 
venge his death) did aflemble their forces un-* 
der the cohdu& of Angus Macdonald-WiUi- 
amfon, and came<to Strathdifle and Glenmuck^ 
where they fpoiled and invaded the Earl of 
Hu.ntlie's lands, and killed four gentlemen of 
the firname of Gordon, among whom was the 
old baron of Breaghley, whofe death and man* 
ner thereof was .much lamented, being very 
aged, and much given to hofpitality,^ He was 
flain by them in his own houfe, after he had 
made . them good cheer and welcome, never 
fufpefting them, or expeding any fuch reward 
for his kindly entertainment, which happened 
the .ift day of November 1592. In revenge 
whereof, the Earl of Huntlie, having gotten 4 
commilTion againft them, afiembled his power 
and raid into Pettie (which was then in the 
poffeffion of the Clan-Chattan) where he waft- 
ed and fpoiled all the Clan-Chattan's lands, 

and 
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and kiUed divers of them; but as the Earl of 
HuntUctad returned home from Pcttie, he was 
advertifed that William Macintofh with 800 of 
Clan-Cliartan were fpoiling his lands of Cabe- 
regbe; whereupon Huntlie and his uncle Sir 
Patrick Gordon of Achindowne, with fome 
feir borfemen, made fpeed towards the enc- 
mj, defiring the reft of his company to follow 
bifh with all poffibie diligence, knowing that 
if once he were within fight of them, they 
would deiift from fpoiling the country. Huntlie 
overtook the Clan-Chattan before they left the 
bounds of Cabercghe, upon the head of a hill 
called Steplegatc 5 where, without ftaying for 
the reft of his men, he invaded them with thefc 
few lie then had; after a fliarp confli£l he ©• 
vcrtbrew them, chafed them, killed 60 of their 
abie/i men, and hurt William Macintofh with 
divers others of his company. 

Shortly afterward, the earl of Huntlie con- 

vcened his forces, and went the fecond time 

into Pcttie, caufing Alexander Gordon of 

Abergeldie, Huntlie's bailie in Badenoch for 

the time, bring down his Highlandmen of 

Liochaber, Badenoch and Strathdownc, to meet 

him at Invernefs; defiring him alfo, in his 

journey towards Invernefs, to direft fome men 

of Macronalds into Strathfpey and Badenoch, 

to fpoil and wafte the laird of Grant and Mac- 

into(h's lands ; which was done, and afterward 

AWgeldie and Macronald, with the Higbland- 

mea, met Huntli^e at Invernefs, from whence 

(joining altogether) they invade. Pettie, where 

^ . ' ^hey 
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they wafted, burnt, and fpdled all the tehdlm 
lands and pofTeffionsi killed a namber of tbeoi^ 
and then returned home into their countries. 

Whilft the north of Scotland was thus ia a 
comhuftion, the Spanifli Blanks were difco- 
Tcrtd, and Mr. George Car, dodor of the 
laws, was apprehended in the ifle of Cumrajr, 
and brought back to -Edinburgh, 1592* After^ 
ward, the year of God 1594) the Popiih earis^ 
Angus, Huntlie, and Errol, were, at the ear* 
neft fuit of the Queen of England's ambaddor^ 
forfeited at a parliament held at Edinburgh, 
the penult of May 1594* Then was the King 
moved to make the earl of Argyle big Majefty'» 
lieutenant in the north of Scotland, to intade 
the Earls of Huntlie and Errol. Argyle being 
glad of this employment (having received mo* 
hey from the Queen of England for this pur- 
pofe) makes great preparation for the journey, 
and addreffes himfelf quickly forward; think- 
ing, thereby, to have a good occafion to le- 
* venge his brother-in-law the earl of Murray^ 
death : fo, on he went, with full aflurance'of 
a certain viftory, accompanied with the earl 
of TuUibaime, Sir Lauchlan Maclean and 
divers iflanders, Macintofli, Grant, and Chn^ 
Grcgor, Macneill-Warray, with all their friends 
and dependers, together with the whole fir- 
name of Campbell, with fundry others, whom 
either greedinefs of prey, or malice againft 
the Gordons, had thruft on forward in that 
expedition, in all above 10,000 men. And, 
coming through all the mountainous countries 

of 
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of that part of Scotland} they arrived at Riyeni 
ofBadenoch^ the 27 of September /594, whic^ 
houfe thef befieged^ becaafe it appertained to 
Hiutiie: but it waa fo well defended hj the 
Claa^Pberfon (Huntlie's fervants) that Argyle 
wsa forced to give over the fiege, and to ad- 
drsb himfeif towards the lowlands ; where 
the Lord Forbes with* his kin, the Frazers, the 
Dunbars, the Ctan-Chenzie, the Irvinea, the 
Ogilbiea, the L^ies, the Monroes, and divers 
other firnames of the north, fhould have met 
him as the King his lieutenant, and fo join 
with his forces^ againil Huntlie. 
* Argyle canoe thus forward Co Drummin in 
Strathdowq, and encamped hard thereby, 
the 2d of 0<3oben Huntlie and Erroll hear-^ 
ingoftbisgrezt preparation made againil them, 
eftejr laiked neither courage nor refolution $ 
they afiemble all fuch as would follow them 
and their fortune in this extremity. ErroH 
came anU> the earl of Huntlie to Sfrathbogie 
with 100 o& no of refolute gentlemen; and 
fo having there joined with Huntlie's forces^ 
they march forw^d from thence to Camebor** 
row, and then to Achindowne, with 1500 
hotfeiMc\, the 3d of O&ober; parting from 
Achindowne, HunUy fent captain Thomas Car 
and fomeof the family of Tillihoudie* Gor- 
don^ to fpy the fields and view the enemy. 
Thefe gentlemen meeting, by chance, with 
^gyle his fpies, they kill them all except one, 
wbom they laved anid examined, and by him 
ooderftood that Argyle wa^ at hand. This ac« 
G cident 
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cident much encouraged the earl of Huntlie's 
men, taking this as a prefage of an enfaing 
, viftory; whereupon Huntlie and Errol do re- 
folve to fight with Argyle before he (hould 
jom with the lord Forbes and the reft* of his 
forces: fo they march towards the enemy, who, 
b^i; this time, was at Glenlivat in the moun«- 
tains of Strathawen. 

The earl of Argyle underftanding that Hun- 
lie was at hand, whb (as he believed) durft 
not fhew hisi countenance againft fuch an ar- 
my, he tiras fdmewhat ailonifhed, and would 
gladly have delayed the battle until he had 
met with the Lord Forbes; but 'perceiving 
them to draw near, and trailing to his great 
number, he began to order his battle, and to 
encourage his people with the hope of prey, 
and the enemy's fmall forces to refill them. 
He gave the commandment and leading of his 
vanguard to Sir Lauchlan Maclean and to 
Auchinbteck, which did confift of 4000 men, 
whereof 2000 men were hagbutt^rs. Argyle 
himfelfand TuUibairne followed with all the 
reft of the army. The earl of Errol and Sir 
Patrick Gordon of Auchindowne, accompa- 
nied with the laird of Geight, ^Bonieton 
Wood and Captain Caj:, led the earl of 
Huntlie's vanguard, which confided of 300 
gentlemen; Huntlie followed them with the 
reft of his company, having the laird of 
Cluny Gordon upon his right hand Abergel- 
die upon the left hand ; and as he began to 
march forward, he encouraged his men, ihew- 

ing 
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ing tliem that there was no remedy, but either 
to obtain the victory, or to die with their wea- 
pons in their hands, in defence of whatfoever 
tbey held deareft in this world. Argyle his 
army being all footmen, and aflailed, had the 
adfantage of the ground ^ for they were array* 
edin battle upon the top of a fteep, rough, and 
craggy mountain^ at the defcent whereof the 
ground was foggy, moify, and full of peit« 
pots, exceeding da^igerous for horfe* Huntlie 
his forces confided all in horfemen, and were 
conft|^ained to ride firft. through the mofiy 
ground at the foot of the hill, and then to ride 
up againft that heathy rough and craggy moun- 
tain, to purfue the enemy, who did there at- 
tend them. Before that Errol and Achindowne 
gave the firA charge, Huntlie caufed captain 
Andrew Gray (now colonel of the Engliih and 
Scottiih in Bohemia) (hoot three field-pieces 
of ordnance at the enemy, which bred a con- 
fufed tumult among them, by the flaughter of 
Macneill-warray, an iflander, and one of the 
mod valiant men of that party: Huntlie his 
vanguardj feeing the enemy difordered, . pre- 
fently gave the charge; the earl of ErroJ 
with the moft part of the vanguard turned 
their fides towards the enemy, and fo went 
a little about, dircdly towards Argyll, leav- 
ing Maclean and the vanguard upon their left 
hand, being forced thereto by the ileepnefe 
of the hill, and the thick fhot of the enemy ; 
hut Auchindowne, with the reft of his com- 
pany, did gallop up againft the hill towards 
G 2 Mac- 



%. 
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Maclean; (o that Aucbifidowne himfelfwas 
the firft man that invaded the enemy, and the 
firO; that i^as flain by them, having loft 
himfelf by his too much forwardnefs. The 
fight was cruel and furious for a white. Auch- 
indowne his fervants and foUowerSi perceiving 
their mafter fall, raged among their enemies^ 
as if they had refolved to revenge bis death, 
and to accompany him in dying Maclean 
again playing the part of a good commander,^ 
eompafled Nuntlie his vanguard, and inclofed 
them betwixt him and Argyle , having ^gag- 
ed themfelves fo far that now there was.no 
hope of retreat ; fo that they were in danger 
to be all cut in pieces, if Huntlie had not come 
fpeedily to their fupport, where he was in 
great danger of his life, his horfe being flain 
under him; but being prefently horfed again 
by Invermarkie, he rulhed in among the 
enemies. Thus the battle was again renewed 
with great fury, . and continued two hours. 
In end, Argyle with his main battle began to 
decline, and then to flie a*pace, leaving Mac- 
lean ftill fighting in the field; who feeing him- 
felf thus deflitute of fuccours, and his men 
either fled or flain, he retired in good order 
with the fmall company he had about him, and 
faved himfelf by flight ; having behaved him- 
felf in the battle, ndt only like a good com- 
mander, but alfo like a valiant foldier. Hunt- 
Jie and his horfemen followed the chacc 
beyond the brook of Aldchonlihan, killing the 
ehemies till the fteepnefs of the iiext mountains 

did 
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iid ftay tbcm, being inacceffible for horfemen^^ 
Argyle \m enfign was found in Ihe place of 
^ttle, and broaght back with them to Strath* 
bogie. The earl of Ar|yle loft in this battle, 
bis two coufinS) Archibald Campbell of Loch* 
ineli, and his brother famfs Campbell^ with 
diTcrsof Anchinbreck bis friends^ Macneill* 
warray and 700 common, foldiers. Neither 
wiB the ti^ory .very pleafing to the earl of 
Hantlie; for befides that the earl of Erroll, 
the laird of Geight, and moft part of all his 
company were hurt and wounded, Sir Patrick 
Gordon of Auchinddwne, his ttncle, a wife, 
Taliant, and refoliite knight, with 14 others, 
were there ilain. AU their hurt men were car- 
ried that night to Aocbindowne, where moft 
5 art of tbem /laid until they were recoirered. 
%is battle was foughten on Thurfday the 3d 
day of October (594. • 

The lord Forbes, the lairds of Buquhan and 
Drum aflembied all their friends and followers 
with intention to join with Atgyle; but hear- 
ing of his overthrow, they conclude to join with 
the Dunbars, and th^ reft of the forces coming 
from the provinces of Murray and Rofs, and 
fo to invade the Gordons when' they, came from 
the battle, thinking it now an eafy matter to 
overthrow them, and to revenge old quarrels. 
To this effed the whole iirname of Forbes, 
with moft part of. the Leilies and Irvines, met 
ttDruminoar (the lord Forbes his dwelling) 
and fo went on, thinking to overtake Argyle, 
andto'cauie ham return and renew the battle 

againft 
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againft the Gordons and their partakers; but 
as they marched forvrard, a gentlemjin called 
Irvine was killed with the (hot of apiftol, ia 
the dark of the night, hard by the lor4 Forbes^ 
the author^ of which flipt wa§ never yet known 
unto this day; for pidfently all their pifltols 
were fearched, and founc^ to be fulh This un-^ 
expeftcd accident. bred (uch a confufion and 
amazement in the minds of the Forbefcs and 
their followers, being now all afraid of one 
another, that they diiTolved their companies 
and returned home. The reft of the clans in 
the north, fuch as the Dunbars, the Frafers,^ 
the Monroes, and the Clan^Chenzie, being 
conve^ned at Forbes in Murray, were ftayed 
by the policy of Dunbar of Muneife, who then 
was tutor to the IheriiF of Murray, and favour- 
ed the earl of HUntlie, Sir Patrick Gordon of 
Auchindowpe having married his mother. 

Whilft the earl of Argylc was thus employed 
againft Huntlie, the King canie to Dundee, 
where he exped'ed the ifiue of that battle; 
which when be bad heard, his Majefty took 
journey north towards Strathbogie* In this 
voyage his Majefty, by the inftigation of Hunt* 
lie and firrol's greateft enemies, permitted 
(though unwillingly) divers houfes to be thrown 
down, fuch as the houfe of Strathbogie, which 
appertained to Huntlie, the houfe of Stains, 
in Buchan, appertaining to the earl of.Errolj 
the houfe of Culfamond, in Garioch, apper- 
taining to the laird- of Newtoun Gordon, the 
houfe of Bagayes ia Angus^ appertaining to 

Sir 
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Sir Waiter Lindfeyj andthe houfc of Craig, in 
Angus appertaining to Sir John Ogilvie, fon to 
thelordO|^ne. In this mean time that the King 
wasatStrathbogie, the earl of Huntlie, with di- 
' vers of his friends, went into Sutfaedand 
and.Catteynefsy and when his Ms^efty return* 
tdinto Edinburgh, Huntlie left the kingdom, 
2nd travelled through Germany, France, and 
Flanders; hairing (laid abroad one year and 
five months, he was recalled again by the 
King; and, at his return, both' he, Angus, 
and ErroU were again reftored to their former 
honours and dignities, at a parliament held in 
Edinburgh, in November 1597; and further; 
his Majefty honoured the carl of Huntlie with 
the honour of Maiquis, the year 1599. All 
quarre/s betwixt him and the earls of Argyle 
and Murray were taken away, by the marriage 
of Argyle his eldeft daughter to George lord 
Gordon, Huntlie his eldeft fon, and by the 
marriage of lady Anne Gordon, Huntlic's 
daughter, to James earl of Murray, fon to 
him that was flain at Dunibrifiill. 

The Troubles hetwixt the Forhefes and the 
Gordons in the years 1571 and 1572. 

THE two. families of Gordon and Forbes 
were of great power and authority in their 
country, both of them valiant, wife, and weal- 
thy, both harbouring deadly feud, long rooted 
between them. The Gordons then lived with 
great concord and unity among thcmfclvcs ; 

and, 
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tad, by attoUeraiice <}f their Kings^ had, for 
many years, governed the -people adjoimag 
unto them, whereby they became wealthy and 
of great power, and purchafed ftreogdi among 
themfeives, together with the attendance and 
following of other men towards them* When* 
'on the contrary, the Forbefes were at warn 
one with another^ daily impaired their own 
ftrengths, with their own flaughters, and, ia 
end, wrought their own harm by preiling to 
ftrive againft the Gordons. Thefe two furnames 
did lire together at this time, rather in fecrct 
emulation than open envy ; becaufe they had 
(in way of reconciliation} by m^riage inter«> 
mingled their families together ; but their hid 
and long rooted rancour did now burft Earthy 
not only by following c(mtfary fafUons dur- 
ing thefe civil wars betwixt the Kind's par^ 
ty and the Queen's, but chiefly becaufe that 
John matter of Forbes (eldefl; fon to the Lord 
Foibes) had repudiate and puk away his wife, 
. Margaret Gordon, daughter to George Earl of 
*Huntlie, which he did by the inftigation of 
his uncle Black Arthur Forbes, -who oiortally 
hated the Gordons. This Arthur was a man 
oi great courage, ambitiotts, and ready to un- 
dertake any-thing whatfoever for the advance- 
ment and reconciliation of his family. The 
Forbefes, from the firft time of thir civil dif« 
cords in Scotland, did follow the King's par« 
ty ; the Gordons did always remain cdnftantly 
nitbful to the Queen, even unto the end. 
The Fotbefes, by peiikaeoa of Black Ar- 
thur 
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thuT 'PofbeSi had appointed both day and place 
of meeting, where they (hould aflemble toge- 
ther, not only for their own general reconcili- 
ation among tbemfelves; but alfo to enterprife 
fometbing againft the Gordons and the reft of 
the Queen*8 favourers in thefe parts 5 whereof - 
Adzm Gordon of Auchindowne having fecret 
intelligence (his brother the Earl of Huntlie 
being then at Edinburgh) he affemblcd a cer- 
tain number of his kindred and followers to 
crofs the proceedings of the Forbefes, who 
were all convcened at Tilliangus above Dru- 
minour, in the beginning of the year of God 
1572. The Forbefes perceiving the Gordons 
coming up towards them, againft the hifl 
where they then were, they did intrench 
themfelves within their camp, which they had 
ftrongly fortified, dividing their army in tw6 
feveral companies, whereof Black Arthur For- 
bes commanded that which lay next unto the 
Gordons. Adarti Gordon (far inferiour in 
number to his enemies) prefently, without a- 
ny ftay, fiercely Invaded the firft company, his 
brother, Mr. Ptobert Gordon, fet upon the o- 
ther : Xo, breaking their trenches, they ran 
defperatejy upon the- fpears of their enemies, 
^fter a (harp and cruel conilicl, couragcoufly 
foughten a long time on either fide. Black Ar- 
thur Forbes, with divers others, gentlemen of 
bis firiiame and family, were flain; the reft 
-were all overthrown, put to flight, and chafed 
even to the gates of Druminour, the Lord For- 
bes his chief Swelling place ; few of the Gor- 
H dons 
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ddns were killed, but only John Gordon of 
Bupkie, father to John Gordon of Buckie 
now living. 

The Forbefcs attempted nothing afterward 
in revenge of this overthrow, until the time 
that John maftcr of Forbes (Black Arthur his 
nephew and chief of that family) hardly cf- 
caping from his enemies, haftened to court, 
where the Earl of Mar, then regent, had his 
rcfidence, hoping by him to be relieved. The 
regent gave him five companies of footmexi 
and fome horfemen, with letters to fuch of the 
adjoining nobility ^s favoured and followed 
that party, tlefiring them to aiTociate an<;l join 
ftiemfelves unto the Forbefes. Thefp then be- 
ing confederate and aflembled together with 
certain other families of their affinity and 
neighbours, fo advanced the fpirit of this John 
maftcr of Forbes, that he now thought him- 
felf fuffici«ntly furniihed againfl the forces of 
his adverfaries, and fo prefently went to Aber- 
deen, to expel Adam Gordon from thence, 
ihe year of God 1572, who knowing the pre- 
paration of the Forbefes, and underftanding 
the approach of the enemies fo near at hand, 
afiembled fuch of his friends and followers as 
he cottld foonefl find at that time, and led 
them out of tl^e town. He fcnt a company of 
muflieteers, under the conduft of captain Tho- 
mas Care, to a convenient place where the 
Forbefes muft of neceffity pafe, there to lye in 
ambuih, and not to ftir till the battle did join; 
he then fent certain of the Sutherland bowmen 
/ who 
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(who bad retired thcmfelves out of their coun- 
try during the Earl of Si^therland's minority) 
and defired them to draw a great compafs a- 
bout) and fo, to fet upon the back of t\ie For- 
.befes footmen and muiketeers ; he himCelf, 
and his brother Mr Robert Qordon, with 
the refidue of his company, flayed the com- 
ing of the Forbefes at a pJace called Craib- 
ilane, not far from the ports of the New Town 
of Aberdeen. The Forbefes, being in«fight of 
Aberdeen, began to confult among themfelves 
what was beft to be done ; fome were of opi- 
nion that the fitted and fafeft courfe was to 
go to Old Aberdeen^ and there feat them- 
felves, and from thence to moleft the New 
Town, and compel Adam Gordon to depart 
from New Aberdeen, by the aid and aOiftance 
ofthek experienced footmen which were fent 
from the regent: but the mafter of Forbes and 
his kinfmen would not hearken thereto, defir- 
ing prefent battle, which was then cfoilcluded ; 
and fo the Forbefes advanced with great cour-^ 
age againft the Gordons, who received them 
with the like refolution. At the very firft ren- 
counter, Auchindowne his muflceteers, who 
lay in ambufh, killed a number of the For- 
befes; then both the armies joined with great 
violence. After a cruel conflift, with incre- 
dible obftinacy on either fide, the laii'd of Pit- 
Oigo (Forbes) his two brethren, with divers o- 
ther gentlemc^n of the furn^me of Forbes, 
vcrc there flain ^ captain Chilholme with the. 
footmen (fent by the regent tp their fupport) 
H a were 
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were put to flight by the Sutherland bowmen, 
who purfued them eagerly with great ilaugh- 
ter. Among the reft captain Chiftiolme was, 
flain, with three other captains^ which the reft 
of the Forbefes perceiving, they fled apace ; 
many of the principals were taken, with their 
chief and general, John maftcr of ForbeSf 
whofe father was then very aged, lying fick at 
Druminour, expefting the forrowful news of 
this overthrow. Adani Gordon ufed this vic- 
tory very moderately, and fuflfcred no man to 
be killed after the fury of the fight was paft. 
When all was ended he returned to the church 
of Aberdeen, and there gave ihanks unto God 
for his happy fucccfs Alexander Forbes of 
Strath-gar-neck, (author of all thir troubles 
betwixt thefc two families,' and the chief ftirrcr 
up ef Arthur Forbes againft the Gordons), was 
taken at this battle, and as they were going to 
behead him, Auchindowne caufed ftay his exe- 
cution. He entertained the mafl:er of Forbes, 
and the reft of the prifoners, wilh ,great kind- 
nefs and courtefy; he carried the mafter of 
Forbes along with him to Strathbogie ; and in 
end, gave him and all the reft leave to depart* 
The Qext enfuing fummer after this confii£t: 
at Craibftane, Adam Gordon of Auchindowne, 
following his viftory, entered the Mearns, and 
befieged the houfe of Glenbervie, putting all 
the regent's party within that province into a 
great fear and tumult. The Earl of Craufurd, 
the Lord's /Gray> Qgilvie, and Glames, bking 
part with the regent againft the Queen, af- 

fembled 
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lembled all the forces of Angus and Mearns to 
reiift. Aucbindowne, and to flop his paflage at 
Breichea^ where they encamped; but Adam 
Gordon being advertifed of their proceedings, 
left the moft part of his men at the fiege of 
Glenbervie, from whence he parted in the 
dead time of the night, with the moft refolute 
men of his company, to invade thefe Lords ; 
and being come to Breicben, he killed the 
watch with divers others^ furprized the town, 
fet upon the Lords, chafed them, and made 
faimfelf mafter of the town and caiUe of Brei- 
chen. The next morning, the Lords under- 
ftanding Auchindowne's fmall forces in regard 
of theirs, they affemblfed their men together, 
and came near unto Breichen to fight againft 
him, who met them with refolute courage; 
but as they were to encounter, the Lords, not 
able to endure the firll charge of their ene* , 
mies, fled a-pace with all their companies. 
There were flain of them above 80 ; and di«^ 
vers of them were taken, amongft whom wgis 
the Lord Glames, who was carried to Strath* 
bogie, and being detained thore a while, he 
was fet at liberty with the reft. This confiid 
was called the Bourd of l^eichen. Then re- 
turned Adam Gordon back again to the fiege 
of Glenbervie, and took it; from thence be 
went to Montrofe, and took that town. In 
his return from thence, he took the caftle of 
Dun, which appertained to the regent's cou- 
fin, and fo marched foreward into Angus. 
The inhabitants of Dundee hearing of his ap* 

proach, 
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proaph, and defpairing of their own abiUties 
to refifl bim» they fent for help into Fifej but 
Auchindowne, having done his pleafure in 
Angus and ftfearns, returned home into the 
north, being contented for that time, with 
what he had already done againft his enemies. 
By this good fuc^efs of the Gordons, the 
Queen's favourers in all the parts of the king- 
dom were highly encouraged at that time. 

• 

The Bridge of Dee. - 

THE year of God 1588 there were fomc fe- 
cret emulations and fadions at court; the Earl 
of Huntlie being in favour with his Majeily^ 
obtained the captainry of his Majefty's guards, 
which the mafter of Glames had before; for 
this caufe the mafter of Glames and his afToci- 
«tes, joining themfelves to the £ngli(h ambaf- 
fador then lying at Edinburgh, do furmife to 
the King's Majefty, thaffome letters of the 
£arl of Huntlie'sy fent by him to the King of 
Spain, were intercepted in England. Huntlie 
was called to make his anfwer ; he compears^ 
and refufes thefe letters to have been written 
or fent by him, but only devifed by his ene« 
mies, thereby to put him in difgrace with his 
mafter; yet he is warded in the caftlc of Edin* 
burgh, in the latter end of February, and be- 
ing tried, he is releafed the 7th day of March 
following ; whereupon the Earls of Huntlie^ 
Craufurd, and Erroll addrefs themfelves unto ' 
the north, and take journey towards St. John- 

♦ ftoun. 
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ftoun, where they were advertifcd that the 
Earls of Atbole and Morton and the mafter of 
Glames had con veened forces to intrap them 
•within St. Johnftoun. Huntlici ErroU, and 
Crau/tird ifTued forth of that town, with fuch 
fmaii companies as they then had, and ren« 
countefed with the malter of Glamcs^ whom 
tiiey chafed and apprehended in Kirkhill, and 
carried him prifoner with them into the north. 
Chancellor Maitland and the reft of the 
mafter of Glames his fafUon at court, hearing 
of this accident, they mflame the King with 
anger againft Huntlie and his afTociat^s, and 
do perfuade his Majefty to take a journey into 
the north. Huntlie, in this mean time, affem* 
bles all his fnends and dependers, to the num- 
ber of ro,ooo men, and came ftreward to the 
JSridge of Dee, with a refolution to fight a- 
gainft his enemies, the 20th of April the year 
15^9; but being certainly informed thdt the 
King was coming in perlon againft him, he 
diflbived hrs army, and fubmitted himfelf to 
his Majefty, witnal releafing the mafter of 
Glames from captivity ; whereupon Huntlie 
was committed to ward at Edinburgh, thjcn 
at Borthwick, thereafter at Finnivin; frctm 
whence he was fliortly afterward rcleafed by 
his Majefty. The Earl of ErroU was alfo war- 
ded in Edinburgh caftle, where he was detain- 
ed until he pays a fum of money, which was 
employed to the ufe of Chancellor Maitland. 
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A Tumult in Ro/s, the year of God 1597. ' 

THE year of God 1597 there happened an 
accident in Rofs, at a fair in Laggivreid, which 
had almoft put Rofs and all the neighbouring 
countries, in a combuftion. The quarrel did 
begin betwixt John Macgillicallum (brother to 
the laird of Rafey) and Alexander Bane, bro^ 
ther to Duncan Bane of Tulloch. The Mon- 
roes did affift Alexander Bane, and the Clan- 
Cheinzie took part with John Macgillicallum, 
who was there flain, with John Mac-Mar- 
thow-Mac-William, and three others of the 
Clan-Chenzie. Alexander Bane efcaped but 
there were killed on his fide John Monro of 
Kulcraigie, w^th his brother Hutcheon Mon- 
ro, and John Monro Robert's fon. Hereupon 
the Clan-Chjinzie and the Monroes began to 
employ the aid and afliftance of their friends 
from all parts to invade one another; but they 
were in fome meafure reconciled by the medi- 
ation of indifferent friends and neighbours. 

The Death of Sir Lauchlan Maclean^ 
the year 1598. 

SIR LAUCHLAN MACLEAN his am- 
bition, togetlier with his defire of revenge, 
thruft him on to claim the inheritance of the 
whole ifle of Ha, being always the poflcflion 
and ancient inheritance of the Clan-Donald, 
all which Maclean thought eafily now to com- 
^ pafs. 
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pafs, Sir James MaedcmaU (the juft inherited 
thereof) being youngs and his Either Angu9 
Macdonald agci^. Bir Laucblan aSenobleth bis 
whole forces, ahd, in warlike mannv> invades 
Ila, to take pofiefBon thereof by virtue of a 
new right which he had then lately obtaiiaed : 
wbich Sir James Macdonald (Maclean his &{* 
ter*s kn) underftanding, be conreened bis 
friends, and went likewife into the fame ifland 
(being his own and his forebearers pofle{fion>to 
interrupt, if it were poffiblcj the proceedings 
of his unkind uncle Maclean* Being both ar*- 
ritred in the tiland, .fuch as did ioYe them, and 
defired peace, did mediate a long time betwixt 
them, and todc great pains in ef&ying to agree 
them. Sir James (being the more resfonabk 
of the two) was content to let his uncle have . 
the half of the ifland during his lifetime, al- 
though he had no juft title thereto, providing 
lie would take it in the fame fafliion as his pre« 
deceiTors, the Clan-Lean, had it ever before, 
Kis time, to wit, holden of the Clan^Donald; 
and moreover, he oflfered to fuhmit the con* 
troverfy to the King's Majefty's irrbitriment^ 
thereby to efchew afl debate with bis uncle*. 
But Maclean, running headlong to his onrH 
tnifchief, much againft the opinion of his 
friends, who advifed him to the contrary, did . 
refufe all ogers of peace, unlefs his oepheMr 
would then prefently refign unto him the title 
«nd poflTeflion of the whole ifland. Where- 
upon they do both refolve and prepare to fighty 
8irjamesl>eing lar inferior ia number of men, 
I but 
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but fomc of thefe he had with him were lately 
before trained in the wars of Ireland. Thus 
there enfued a cruel and (harp battle, at. the 
head of ^Loch-Groinart in Ila, couragioufly 
foughten a long time on either (ide. Sir 
James, in the beginning, caufed his vangtiard 
make a compafs in faihion of a retreat, there- 
by to get the fun at. bis back, and the advan- 
tage o^a hill which was hard by. In end. Sir 
Jame^aving repulfed the enemies vanguard, 
and forcing their main battle, Maclean wa» 
flaiii courageoufly fighting,, together 'with 80 
of the moil principal men of his kin, and 200 
common foldiers lying dead about him. His 
fon Lauchlan Barrach Maclean (being fore 
wounded) was chafed with the reft of his men 
even to their boats and veiTels. Sir James 
/ Macdonaid was dangeroufly wounded, where- 
of he hardly ever recovered afterward, for he 
was (hot with an arrow through the body, and 
was left the moft part of the enfuing night 
for dead amongft the flain bodies. .There 
, were flainof the Clan-Donald aboiit 30 in all, 
and above 66 wounfled, which happened the 
year of God 1598. And tjius the war begun 
by Maclean, without reafon, the year of God 
1585, ended now, this y^ar, .by his death. 
Maclean had three refponfes from a witch be- 
fore he undertook' this journey into Ila; firft^ 
dcfiring him not to land th^re upon Thurfday; 
the next was, forbidding him to drink of the 
Water of a well befide Groinart ; and thirdly, 
fhe told him that one called Maclean fliould 

be 
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be flain at Groinart. The firft he tranfgreffed 
unwiliingljr, l^ing driven into that ifland by a 
tempeft on a Thurfday. The fecond he tranf- 
greffed negligently, and drank of that water 
before he knew the name of the place, an*d fo . 
he died at Groinart as w^s foretold him, but 
doubtfully, and as commonly all fuch refpon- 
fes be. Thefe broils and uproars did fo move 
the King againft the Macdonalds, that his Ma- 
fefty afterward fyiding the inheritance both of 
Kintyre and Ila to be at his own difpofition, 
he gave all thefe lands to the Earl of Argylc'^ 
and the Campbelsj whereupon proceeded the 
troubles that arofe fince, betwixt the Camp- 
bells and the Clail'-Donald in Kintyre and Ila^ 
after his Majefty^s coming to the crown of 
England, which I omit to relate 5 only thus 
for, that Sir James Macdonald was, by Argyle 
his means, warded in the caftle of Edinburgh, 
and waj5 keeped there a long i;ime ; from 
whence he efcaped by the m^ns and diligence 
of his coufin Macrenald, who fled with Sir 
James into Spain and Flanders, where they 
were entertained by the Spaniard ; from 
whence they are now of late (upon the Earl of 
Argyle his flight thither to jthe King of Spain) 
both recalled home by his Majefty, the year of 
'God 1620, and are now in England, at this 
time, with the King, who hath given Sir 
James a yearly penfion of loco merks Ster- 
ling, and a yearly penfion of 200 merks Ster- 
ling to Macrenald, together with a pardon for 
all bygane offences. ^

DONALD GORME MACDONALDof fhe 

Slaiij had married Sfr Rory Macleod'of the 
Herns his fifter, and for fome cUfpkafure or 
j«aloufy conceived againft her, lie did xcp«- 
dkrte her \ whereupon Sir Rory Mackod feat 
meffage to Donald €rerme, defiring him to ta!ke 
borne his Cfter. Donald Gorrae not only re« 
fufed to obey his requeft, but aUb intended 
diTorcenfent againft her ; which when he had 
obtained^ he married Kenneth Mackenzie lofd 
of Kinuil his filler. Sir Rory Macleod tooic 
this difgrace (as he thought it) fr^ highly, diat 
ajtembling his countrymen and followers^ witk- 
out delay, be invaded, with fire and fword, % 
part of Donald Gorme his knds in the ifie of 
Skie, whidi lands Sir Rory did cbum to aipper* 
tain to himfelf. Donald Gorme> impattent of 
this injury, conveened his fofces, and went 
into the Herris* which he wafted and fpoiled» 
carried away their ftore and beftial, and kilted 
fome of the inhabitants. This agam did fo ftir 
up Sir Rory Macleod and his kin the SeiUTor- 
mot^ that they took a journey into the ifle of 
Ouyft (which appertaineth to Donald Gorrae) 
and landing there. Sir Rory fent his coufin 
Donald Glaffe Madcod, with fome 40 mcn^ 
to fpoil the ifland, and to take a prey of goods 
out of the precind of Kille-trynaid, where 
the people had put all their goods to be. pre- 

ferved 
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ftrted an in II fanAuaiy^ kiftg *« ehttrck* 
John Bfacean-Macjames <« KisfmtB of Do* 
maU Goniie's) being defired bjr him ta fttjr 
in tbe iflaad, accompftttied with 20 olkex»t 
fcnqoDscered with Donald Glaie Mackod. 
This fmall coihpamy of the Cian-Doaold 
hchtved themCelTes fo valsaiitly. that, after a 
iuurp ikiniiHk^ they killed Donald Glafle Mac-« 
leod with the moft part of his company) and 
lb refcned the foods. Sir Rory, feeing the fuc* 
cefs ^f his kinfmen, retired home for that 
time' 

' Thus both the parties were bent headlong 
againft others with a fpirit full of revenge and 
fmry, and (o continued mutuaUy infeftingond 
another with fpoils* and cruel flaughters, to 
the utflsr ruia and deflation of ^th their 
eountieies, until the inhabitants were forced 
to eat borfe, doge, cats, and other filthy beaftt* 
In end» Donald Gorme aflembled his whole 
forces the year of God 1601, to try the event 
of battlei and came to invade Sir Rory his 
lands, thinking thereby to draw his enemies 
to fight. Sir Rory Macleod was then in Ar- 
gyle, craving aid and advice from the earl of 
Afgyle againft the clan Donald. Alexander 
Ma^leod (Sir Rory his brother) refolves to 
fight with Donald Gornie, though his brodier 
was abfent: ib aftmbling all the inhabitant! 
of bis brother^ lands, wiith the whole race 
of the Seil-Tormot, and feme of the Seil* 
Totquille, out of the Lewes, he encamped 
befide a hill called Bin^guiitin in the ifle 

of 
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of Sky, with a refcdution to fight againft 
Donald Gorme, and the Clan-Donald the 
ncact' morning) which were no fooner come 
but there enfued a cruel and terrible fkirmifl), 
whicti lafted the moft part of the day, both 
contending for the riiiory with great obftina- 
cy. The Clan -Donald, in end, overthrew 
their enemies, hurt Alexander Macleod and 
took him prifoner, with Neil Macalefter Roy, 
and 30 others of the chiefieft men among the 
Seil-Tormot, killed two near kinfmen of Sir 
Rory Macleod's, John Maftormet and Tor- 
mot Ma^ormet, wifh many others. After 
this flcifmiih, jthere followed a reconciliation 
betwixt them, by the mediation of old ^i^g^s 
Macdonal3 of Kintyre, the laird of Colk, and 
others. Then Donald Gorme delivered unto 
Sir Rory Macleod all the prifoners taken at 
Btn-guillin, together with his brother Alex- 
ander Macleod. Since which time they have 
tontinued in peace and quietnefs. 

Th tr&ubUs betwixt the Lord Kintaile and 
the Laird tf Glengarrie. 

THE year of God 1602, the lord Kintaile 
and his kin, the Clan-Cheinzie, fell at vari- 
ance with the laird of Glengarrie (one of the 
Clan-Donald) who being unexpert and unikil- 
ful in the laws of the realm, the Clan-Chein- 
zie intrapped and infnared him within'^the 
compafs thereof, and charged him, with a 
number of his men and followers, to co^ipear 

before 
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before the jofiice at Edinburgh, theyhaTiDgy 
in tbe mean tune, (lain two of his kinfmen. ' 
Glengame, not knoWing or neglediing the 
charges, came not. to Edinburgh at the pre« 
fixed dxy, but went about, at his own hand, 
to revenge tbe daughter of his kinfmen. 
Thereupon the lord of Kintaile, by his credit 
in council, doth purchafe a conuniffion againft 
Gr/engarrie and his countrymen ; which being 
obtained, Kintaile (with the affiftanee of the 
next adjoining neighbours, by viitue of hia 
commiiTion) went into MoroU (which, appcr« 
tain^ to Glengarrie) and wafted all that coun- 
try; then, in his return from Moroll, he be* 
fieged the caftle of Strome, which, in end, 
he took, by treafon of the captain unto, whom 
Glengarrie bad committed the cuftody thereof. 
Afterward the Clan-Cheinzie did invade Glen- 
garrie his eldeft fon, whom they killed with 
40 of his followers, not without fome flaugh- 
ter of the Clan-Cheinzie likewife. In end, 
after great flaughter on either fide, they came 
to an agreement, wherein Glengarrie (for to 
obtain his peace) was glad to acquit and re« 
nounce to the lord of Kintaile, the perpetual in« 
heritanceofthe Strome, with the lands adjacent. 

Some, troubks in the IJle of Rafey^, the year rf 
Gcd 1611. 

IN the month of Auguft 16 11 there happened 
an aiccident in the iSe of Rafey, whioh is a- 
mong the Welt Ifles^ where GUlcojme laird 
" . of 
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ofAtlcy and MtirthoFV Blackenaie (foft to the 
bird of Garlogk) with fome others, were &aia, 
«pon thi» occafion. 1^ lands of G^rlogh did 
fixnetinie pertain to the lairds of Rafey, big 
prcdecefibrsy and when the fumame of Clan* 
ChenKie began firft to rife and flonriih, one 
of them did obtain the third part of Garloch 
in wadfet^ and thus once getting footing 
therein) fliortly thereafter doth purchafe a p^- 
tended right of the wholes which the lawful 
inheritors did negle£k} whcttbjf in procefsof 
time, the Clan Chenzie do challenge the 
wfaoLe, whereof this laird of Garlogh his 
father obtains the poiTei&on) excluding the 
laird of Ra&y and bis kin, the Clan- Vic-Gill- 
cohfloe ; whom Garloch and the Clan-Cbenzie 
did pnrfue with fire and fword, and chaiisd 
them out of Garlogh. In like manner, the 
Clan-Vic-Gillcolme invaded the laird of Gar« 
logfa and his country with fpoils and flaughters* 
In end, the laird of Garlogh apprehended John 
Macalkn, and chafed John Holmogh, two 
principal men of the race of Clan-Vic Gill* 
Golme, and near coufins to the laird of Rafcj; 
at which fkirmiih there was (laughter on either 
fide, the year of God i6io. The laird of Gar* 
logh not fully fatisfied herewith, he»fent his fon 
Murtfaow, accompanied with Alexander Bane 
(fon and heir to Alexander Bane of Tulloch) 
and fome others to fearch and purfue John 
Hofanogh; and to this effe£^ he did hire a 
fhip, whieh then by chance happened to If 
upon that coaftj to tranfport his fon Murtfaow, 

with 
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with his companjy into the iile of Skicj whera 
he und^rftocKl John Holmogh to be at that 
time, fiut bow foon Murthovir with bis com* 
panj were embarked, they turned their courfe 
another way, and (whether of fet purpofe, or 
cooftrained thereto by contrary winds, I know 
not) arrived at the ifle of Rafey, running head- 
long to their own deftrudion. The laird of 
of Rafey, perceiving the (hip in the harbour, 
went abroad to boy fome wines and other com* 
modities^ accompanied with 12 men. How 
foon Murthow did fee them going, he with 
all his company (left they (hould be known 
or feen) went to the lower rooms of the Ihip, 
until the other party had gone away. The 
laird of Rafey entered the (hip, and having 
fpoken the marinells, he departed with a re- 
foiution to return quickly. Murthow under- 
ftanding that they were gone, came out of 
the lower rooms 9 and perceiving them come 
again, he ' refolved not to conceal himfelf 
any longer. The laird of Rafey defired his 
brother Murthow Macgillcohae to follbw him 
uttto the (hip, with more company, in another 
galley, that they might carry to the ihore fome 
wine and other provifion, which he bad re- 
folved to buy from the marinells ; fo the laird ' 
of Rafey returning to the (hip, and finding 
Garlogh his fon there, beyond his ezpe<9:ation, 
he advifeth with his men, and thereupon re- 
folveth to take him prifoner, in pledge of his 
coufin John Macallen, whom Garlogh detain- 
ed in captivity. They began &rft to quarrel, 
K then 
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then to figlit in the fliipi which continued aU 
the day long: in end the laird of Rafey was 
flain, and divers of his men; fo was Murthow 
the fon of Garlogh and Alexander Banc killed 
with their haill company, three only excepted, 
who fought fo manfully, that they killed all 
thofe that came into the ihip with the laird 
of Rafey, and hurt a number of thofe that 
were with Murthow Macgillcolme in two gal- 
leys hotly purfuing them ; at laft^ feeling them- 
feljves deadly hurt, and not able to endure any 
longer, they failed away with a profperoua 
wind, and died (hortly thereafter. 

Tie Troubles of the Lewes* 

RORY MACLEOD of the Lewes had three 
wives } he married firft Barbara Stewart, daugh* 
tcr to the Lord MeBPen, by whom he had 
Torquill Yre, who died before his father, 
^ without iffue; after Barbara Stewart's death, 
Rory married Mackenzie's daughter, who bore 
Torquill Connaldagh, whom Rory would n»t 
acknowledge as his fon, but held him always 
a baftard $ and repudiating his mother, he mar* 
ried Maclean his fitter, by whom he had Tor- 
quill Dow and Tormot, Befides thefe, Rory 
had three bafe fons, Neill Macleod, Rory-Oig, * 
and Murthow Macleod. After the death of 
old Rory Macleod, his fon Torquill Dow Mac-* 
Icod (excluding his brother Torquill Connal- 
dagh as a baftard) doth take pofleflion of the 
L^weSj and is acknowledged by the inbabi** 

tant$ 
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tantd as th^ lawful inbeiitor of that ifland. 
Torquill Connaldagh (by fome called Torquiil 
of the Cogigh) perceiving bimfelf thus put by 
the inheritance of the I^wes he had recouxfe 
to his mother's kindred the Clan-Cheinzie, and 
defires their fupport to recover the fame. The 
iord Kintailct Torquill Connaldagh, his bro- 
rfaer Murthow Macleod,,and the Brienre of 
the Lewes met altbgecher in Rofs, to advife by 
what means Torquill Connaldagh might ofai- 
tain the poffeiliLon of the Lewes, which they 
were out of all hope to effectuate fo long as 
Torquill Dow wasaUve; whereupon theBrienre 
pf the Lewes undertook to flay ikia mafter Tor- 
quill Dow, which he brings thus to pafs; the 
^rienre, being accompanied with themoft part 
pf his tribe (the Clan-vic-gill-voir) went in 
bis galley to the ifle of Roney ; and by the way 
he apprehended: a Dutch £hip» which he 
brought by force along with him to thefLewes) 
he invites his mafter Torquill Dow unto a ban* 
quet in the (hip ; Torquill Dow (fufpefki^ig no 
deceit) went thither accompanied with feven 
of the heft of his friends, and iat down in the 
fliip, expediiig fome drink: inftead of wine 
they bring cords; thus were they all appre* 
hended and bound by the Brienre and his kin* 
dred, who brought them to the lord of Kin* 
taile his bounds, and there beheaded them 
every man, in July 1597. Neither did this 
advance Torquill Coniiaidagh to the poffciTion 
, of the Lewes; for his brother Nc ill Macleod 
oppofed himfelfy and parfued the Breinre and 
. K 2 his 
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his icin« in a part of the ifland called Neils^ 
which tfaey had fortified; where he killefi di«- 
▼era of them, and made them ieare the ftrength« 
Thus did Neill Maclead poffefe the ifland, to 
the behoof of his brother Tormot, and th« 
children of Torquill Dow, whom he did ac- 
knowledge to be righteous heirs of th« ifland* 
Torquill Conaldagh bad now loft both his fonsj 
John and Neill, and had married his daughter 
to Rory Mackenzie (the lord Kintaile his hto* 
ther) giving her in marriage the lands of Coig«* 
igh. Hereupcm Kintaile began to think and 
aidvife by what means he might purchase to 
I himfelf the inheritance of that ifland, having 
sow Torquill Connaldagh and his brother 
Murthow Maclebd altogether at his devotion, 
and having Tormot Macleod in his cuftody^ 
whom he took from the fchools ; fo that he had 
none to oppofe umo his defigns but Neill Mac- 
leod, whom he might eafily overthrow: Kin- 
taile deals eameftly with Torquill Connaldagh, 
and, in the end perfuades him to refign the 
right of the ifland into his favours, and to de- 
Kver him all the old rights and evidents of the 
Lewes. 

^ In this mean time, the barons and gende- 
men of Fife hearing thefe troubles, were in- 
ticed, by the perfuafion of feme that had been 
there, and by the report of the fertility of the 
ifland, to undertake a difficile and hard inter- 
prize. They conclude to fend a colony thither, 
and to civilize (if it were pofiible) the inhabi- 
tants of the ifland : To this eSe&, they ob- 
tain. 
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tabis Irom th^ King» a gift of the Lewes, the 
year of God 1599^ or thereabouts, which wal 
attedged to be then at his Majefty's difj^fition. 
Theienpon the adyenturers, being joined to* 
gether in Fife, they affemble a cx>mpany of 
foldiers, with artificers of all foits, and dad 
tranfport them into the Lewes, where they e« 
n&ed houfes and buildings, tiil, in endj they 
made a pretty little to^m, in a f roper and con* 
venient place fit for the pnrpofe, and there 
they encamped themfelves. Neill Macleod and 
Murthow (the fons of old K&rj) withilood the 
vtidertakers; Murthow Macleod invaded the 
laird of Balcolmy, whom he apprehended to« 
gether with his fiiip, and killed all his men : 
foy having detained him fix months in capti* 
vity in the Lewes, he released him upon his 
promife to pay him a.ranfon». 

Now Neill Macleod was grieved in heart to 
fee his brother Murthow intertain the Brienne 
and his tribe, being the chief inftrumcms of 
their brother Torquill Dow his flaughter^- and 
thereupon Neill apprehended his brother 
Murtht3W ; which, when the undertakers bad 
heard, they fent mefiiige unto Neill, fliewiiig, 
that if he would deliver unto them hiji brother 
MurthoV, they would agree with himfelf, givS 
him a portion of the ifland, and afiift him to 
revenge the flaughter of his brother Torquill 
Dow. Whereunto Neiil hearkened, and deli^ 
vcrcd his brother Miirthow to the undertake 
trs; then went Neill with them to Edinburgh^ 
and had his pardon from th« Xing for ail his 

bypaft 
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bypaft ounces. Murthow Macleod was exe* . 
poted at St. Andrews. 

Thus was the Earl of Kintailc in defpairto 
purcbafe or obtain the Lewes ; and therefore 
he bends all his wits to crofs the undertakers: 
he (etteth Tormot Macleod at liberty^ think- 
ing that at his arrival in the ifland, all the in-> 
habitants would ftir in his favours againft the 
undertakers s which they did indeed, as the' 
natural inclination is of all thefe iflanders and 
Highlanders, who, of all other people, are 
moft bent jand willing to hazard and adventure 
themfelves, their lives, and all they have, for 
their lords and mailers. The King was in«* 
formed, by the undertakers, that the Lord of 
Kintaile was a crofler and hinderer of their in- 
terpiize; whereupon he was brought into 
queftion, and con^mitt'cd to ward in the caftle 
of Edinburgh, from whence he was releafed, 
without the trial of an aflize, by the Lord 
Chancellor his paeans. NeiU Macleod return- 
ing into the Lewes with the undertakers, he 
fell at variance with them ; whereupon he 
went about to invade their camp, and they 
began, in like manner, to lay a fnare for him. 
The laird of Wormiftoun, chufing a very daiic 
night, (ent forth a company to apprehend 
Keill ; who perceiving them coming, invaded 
them, and chafed them with flaughter to their 
camp. By this time came Tormot Macleod 
into the ifland, at whofe arrival the inhabi- 
tants fpeedily afTembled, and cam^ to him as 
to their lord and mafter. Tbereupon Tormot, 

accom- 
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aocomp^nijed with his brother NciU, iayaded 
the camp of the undertakers^ forced it, burnt 
the fort, killed moft part of their men, took 
their commanders prifeners ; and releafed 
them, after eight months captivity Thus, for 
a while, Tormqt Macleod commanded in that ' 
iHand, until the the undertakers returned a* 
gain to the Lewes, being aiTifted by the forces 
of all the neighbouring countries, by virtue of 
the King's commifEon, directed againft Tor- 
mot Macleod and his kin the SeU-TorquilL 
How foon their forces were landed in that 
ifland, Tormot Macleod rendered himfelf to 
the undertakers, upon their promife to carry, 
hini fafe to London, and to obtain him a re« 
miflion for his bypaft crimes } but.Neili Mac- 
leod flood out, and would not fubmit himfelf. 
Tormot being come to London, the King 
gives him a pardon ; but withal he fent him 
home into Scotland, to be keeped in ward at 
Edinburgh ; where he remained until the 
month of March 1615, that the King gave 
him liberty to pafs into Holland, where he en* 
ded his days. Tormot thus warded in Edin* 
burgh, the adventurers did fettle themfelves ; 
again, for a little while, in the Lewes; where, 
at laft, the undertakers began to weary: ma- 
ny of the adventurers and partners drew back 
from the in^erprize ; fome, for lake of means, 
were not able^ .others died ; others had great-* 
er occafions and bufinefs elfewhere to abftraA 
them; many of them began to decline ^nd de*. 
cgy in tbeii: eftates; and £0, being continually

^9ekeA by Neill Macleod^ they lefl tke iflsarf, 
and returned into Fife. 

. Tke Lord of Bantaiile» perceiving all things 
tliii» fall out to his mindi did nbt (hew hian- 
felf epenly in the matteh ^ F^ft a gift of the 
ifland, in his own name, under his Majefty't 
gfeat feal, by the Lord Chancellor bis means, 
by virtue of the old right virhich Torquitl Con* 
naldagh bad before refigned in his favours: 
fome of the adventurers complained hereof to 
«he King's Majefty, virho was highly difpleaf- 
ed with Kintaile, and made him to refign his 
right into his Majefty^ hands ; which right 
being now at his Majefty*s difpofitioni he gave 
the fame to three of the undertakers, to wit, 
the Lord Balmerinoch, Sir James Spence of 
Wormiftoun, and Sir George Hay: who, now, 
having aB the right in their perfons, ailembied 
their forces together, with the aid of mdft 
part of all the neighbouring countries; and 
fb, under the condud; of Sir George Hay and 
Sir James Spence, they invaded the Lewes a- 
gain, not only to fettle a eolony there, but al- 
fo to fearch for Neili Macleod. 

The Lord Kintaile (yet hunting after the 
Lewes) did underhand affift NeiU, and pub- 
licly did aid the undertakers by virtue of the 
King's commiffion; Kintaile fent a fupply of 
visuals, in a ihip from Rofs, to the adventu- 
rers; in the mean time he fendeth quietly to 
NetU Macleod, defiring him to take the ihip 
by the way, that the undertakers, trafting to 
thofe viduals, and being (fifappointed there**' 

of. 
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of, might be forced to rctirci aud abandon 
the ifland; which fell out accordingly: for Sir 
James Spence and Sir George Hay, failing to 
apprehend NetU, and being fcarce of Tiffcuab 
to furniih their army, they began to weary, 
and fo difmilfed all the neighbouring forces. 
Sir George Hay and Wormiftoun did then re- 
tire into Fife, leaving fome men in* the iiland 
to defend and keep the fort until they did fend 
them a freih fupply of men and vi&uals : 
whereupon Neill, being affifted by his nephew 
Malcolm Mackod (the fon of Rory^Osg) in« 
▼aded the undertakers camp, burnt the fame, 
apprehended all thofe which were left behind 
in the ifland, and fent them home fafely: fince 
vrhich time they nevjur returned again into the 
XiCwes. Then did the Lord Balmerihoch, Sir 
George Hay, and Sir James Spence begin, to 
weary of the Lewes, and fold their tide of 
that ifland to the Lord of Kintaile for a fum of 
money: whereby, in end, after great trouble 
and much blood, Mfe obtained that iflaad. And 
thus did this interprize of the Fife undertake* 
ers come to no effed, after they had fpent 
much time, and moft part of their means a«- 
bout it. 

Kintaile was glad that he had now at laft 
catched his long exp^£ted prey^ and there- 
upon he went into the iiland, where he was 
no fooner landed, but all the inhabitants yield- 
ed unto him, eJccept Neill Macleod and fome 
few others. The inhabitants yielded the more 
willingly to Kintaile, becaufe he was their 
L neighbour. 
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neighbour, and might ftiU vex them with con- 
tinual incurfions jf they did ftand out againft 
him ; which the undertakers were not able to 
do. Neill Macleod was now forced to retire 
unto a rock, within the fea, called Berriflayi 
which he kept for the fpace of three years: 
during the time of his day in the fort of Ber- 
riffay, there arrived an Englifh pirate in the 
Lewes, who had a (hip furnifhed with great 
wealth ; this pirate (called Peter Low) entered 
in friendihip and familiarity with Neill, being 
both rebels: at laft, Neill took him prifoner 
with all his men, wbbm he fent, together with 
the (hip, to the council of Scotland, thinking 
thereby to get his own pardon, and his bro- 
ther Tormot releafed out of prifon i but nei- 
ther of them did he obtain : and all the £ng<- 
liihmen, with their captain (Peter Low) were 
hanged at Leith, the year of God 1612. Neill 
Macleod being wearied to remain in the fort 
of Berriflay, did abandon the fame, and dif- 
periing all his company fevtral ways, he retires 
into Hearts, where he remained a certain while 
infecret: then he rendered himfelf unto his 
coufin Sir Rory Macleod, whom he intreat- 
ed to carry him into England to his Majefty ; 
which Sir Rory undertook to do ; and coming 
to Glafgow, with a refolution to embark there 
for England, he was charged there, under the 
pain of treafon, to deliver Neill ; whom lie 
prefented before the council at Edinburgh, 
where he was executed in April 161 3. After 
the death of Neill, his nephew Malcolm Mac- 
leod 
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lead (Ae fon of IRory-Oig) efcaping from the 
tutor of Kintaile, did afleciate hiififelf to the 
Clan-DonaId| ia Ila and Kintyre, during their 
troaUefi againft the Campbells, the years of 
Gk)d 16149 1615, and 1616; at which time 
Malcolm made a journey from Kintyre into 
the Le'i^esy and there killed two gentlemen o£ 
the Clan*Chenzie ; then he went into Spain, 
and there remained in Sir James Macdonald 
his company, with whom he is now again re- 
turned into England, the year of God 1620. 

Some troubles betwixt Sutherland and Catteyf 
nefSf iheyearo/God i(Ji2. . 

THE year of God 161 2 there happened fome 
difcord and diflenfion betwixt Sutherland and 
Catteynefs, which troubled a little the peace 
of that part of the kingdom. The occafion 
was this; one Arthur Smith (a falfc coiner) 
being, together with his fervant^ apprehended 
for making and ftriking off falfe money, were 
both fent to Edinburgh, the year of God 1599, 
where his fervant was executed \ but Arthur 
himfelf efcaped, and retired into Catteynefs^ 
and dwelt there with the earl of that country. 
The report hereof coming to the king's ears, 
the year of God 1612, his Majefty ga?e a fe- 
pret commiffion to- his fervant Sir Roberr Gor- 
don (the Earl of Sutherland his brother) for 
apprehending this Arthur Smith; but as Sir 
Robert was going about to perform the fame, 
he received a commandment from his Majefty 
L 2 to 
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to accompany Sir Alexander Hay, (then fecre* 
tary of Scotland) in apprehending- John Leflie 
of New Leflie, and fome other rebels in Gere- 
agh ; which Sir Robert obeyed, and commit- 
, ted the execution of the commiffion againft 
Arthur Smith, unto his nephew Donald 
Mackay of Farr, John Gordon of Gofpeter 
younger (nephew to George Gordon fiain at 
Marie the year 1587) to John Gordon, fon to 
John Gordon of Backies. Thefe three, parting 
from Sutherland with 36 men, came to the 
town of Thurfo in Catteynefs, where Arthur 
Smith then dwelt, and there apprehended him ; 
which when John Sinclair of Skirkag (the earl 
of Catteynefs his nephew) underflood, he af- 
fembled the inhabitants of the town, and op«» 
pofed himfelf to the King's commiffion. There 
enfued a {harp fkirmiih upon the ftreets of 
Thurfo, where John Sinclair of Skirkag was 
flain, and James Sinclair of Dun left there 
deadly hurt, lying upon the ground : Arthur 
Smith was there likewife flain : divers of the 
Sutherland men were hurt j but' they perceiv- 
ing Sknith dead, they left Thurfo, and retired 
themfelves ail home into their own country. 

Thereupon both the parties compeared be- 
fore the fecret council of Edinburgh ; the Earl 
of Catteynefs did purfue Sir Robert Gordod, 
Donald Mackay, and John Gordon, for tbc^ 
flaughter of his nephew; thefe, again, did 
purfue the inhabitants of Catteynefs for refift- 
ing the King*s commiffioners. The fecret coun- 
cil (having fpecial commandment from his 

Majefty 
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Maqc&j to that effea) dealt earqeftly with 
both the parties ; and, in end^ perfuaded them 
to fubmit thefe quefiions and debates to the 
arbitriment of friends. A Certain number of 
the lords of council, were chofen as friends for 
either party ; the Archbifliop of St Andrewa 
and the Earl of Diimferline, Chancellor of 
Scotland, were appointed overfmen by confent 
of both the parties. Thefe friendly judges 
having heard the bufinefs reafoned in their 
prefence, and finding that the examination 
thereof would prove tedious and intricate; 
they dire£l a powef^to the marquis of Huntlie 
to deal in the matter ; defiring him to try, if, 
by his means and mediation, thefe contentions 
might be fettled, happening betwixt parties fo 
ftridUy tied to him by blocKl and alliance, the 
Earl of Sutherland being his coufin-german, 
and the Earl of Catteyneis having married his 
filter. The marquis of Huntlie did his beft^ 
but could not prevail, either party being fo 
far from condefcendihg to others demands, 
and fo he remitted the bufinefs back again to 
the feCret council 5 which Sir Robert GordoA 
perceiving, he moved the King^s Mi^efty for a 
pardon to Donald Mackay,'Jobn Gordon, and 
their affociates, for the flaughter of John Sin* 
clair of Skirkag; which his Majefty eafily 
granted, feeing it was committed in the exe- 
cution of his Majefty*s fervice : yet, neverthc- 
lefs, there ftill remained a grudge in the minds 
of' the parties, fearcfaing by all means and 
occafions to infeft one another, until the year 

of 
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of God 1619, that the earl of Catteynefs ^nd 
Sir Robert Gordon (dicn, by his brothcrV 
death, tutor of Sutherland)^ were reconciled 
by the mediation of George lord Gordon, earl 
of £nzie ; by whofe travel and diligence, all 
particulars betwixt the houfes of Sutherland 
and Catteynefs were finally fettled : and then 
went both of them familiarly to cithers houfes; 
whofe perfeQ: reconciliation will doubdefs 
tend to the peace and quiet of thefe parts of 
the kingdom.

A N D W H A T 

FOLLOWS THEREUPON, 

The years of God, 1592, 1593, and 1594. 

THE year of God 1592 the miniftry.and 
church of Scotlaind thought it neceflary 
that all fuch as profefTed the Roman religion 
in the kingdom, fhoiild either be compelled 
to embrace the reformed religion, or dfe 
that the cenfure of excommunication ihould 
be ufed againft them, and their goods de- 
cerned to appertain to the King fo long as 
they remained difobedient. Mr. George Car^ 
dodor of the }aws^ was the firft that with- 

ftoodj 
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Hood, and was excommunicate ; the next was 
DaTid Graham of Fintrie. This Mr. George 
Car, conGdering that hereby he could have 
no quiet, refidence within his native country, 
did deliberate wi^h himfelf to pafs beyond 
feainto Spain; and therefore that he might 
be the welcomer there, he devifed certain 
blanks, as if they had been fubfcribed by 
fome of the Scottiih nobility, and directed 
from them to the king of Spain, to be Hlled 
up at his pleafure: whicl^ proje£h was firft 
hatched by the Jefuits, and chiefly by father 
Creightoun, who, for fome difcontentment, 
had, few years before, left Scotland and fled 
into Spain: where he endeavoured to infinu* 
ate himfelf into king Philip his favour, and 
publiihed a book concerning the genealogy of 
his daughter, the Infant, married to the Arch- 
duke } wherein he did his heft to prove, that 
the two crowns of England and Scotland did 
appertain unto her: and that this cunning Je« 
fuit might the rather move King Philip to 
make war againft the King of Scotland, he 
writeth books and pamphlets in the difgrace 
of his own native prince. Then he advi&d 
with himfelf that his next and readied: way 
was tp folicit fome of his friends in Scotland, 
who were of his faith; and to this tffeGt^ 
he writeth letters . this year of God 1592 
to this George Car, and to fuch of his 
own colleagues the Jefuits as were then ia 
this kingdom, whereby he made them under- 
fiand what great favour an,d credit he had with 

the

the King of Spain, ixrho, by his perfuaGons, 
vras reblved both to idvade England, and to * 
eftablifli the Catholic faith in Scotland ; but, 
fir(l| that King Philip would be afltired of the 
good will of the Catholicks of Scotland ; where* 
fore he behoved to have certain blanks fab«. 
fcrived hj the Catholicks, and that he would 
caufe them to be filled up afterwards ; which 
if he did obtain, he had promife of the King 
of Spain, to fend them 250,000 crowns to be 
diftributed among. them. After this advertife*- 
ment of father Crightoun's, this George Car 
(by the advice of the Jefuits then relicknt ia 
Scotland) devifed thefe blanks, to the effe<a 
that George Car might tranfport them into 
Spain* Car addrefled himfelf to the town o£ 
Air to have taken (hipping there, and lyin^ 
in the ifle of Cumray, attending a fair wind^ 
he was difcovered by the indifcretipn of father 
Abercronibie, and apprehended in the (hip % 
from whence he was carried back to Air, and 
from thence convoyed to Edinburgh; with him 
was found a packet of letters, dire&ed (as it 
were) from fome Scottifli noblemen into Spain 
and fome parts of France: wherein were found 
blanks alledged fubfcrived by the earl of An^ 
gus, the earl of Huntly, the earl of ErroU, and 
Sir Patrick Gordqn of Auchindowne, uncle to 
the earl of Huntly. The Blanks were thus^ 
Imprimis, two miffive Bills directed to the 
iKing of Spain; the one fubfcrived d^ vqftre 
Majefte tres humble et tres obeijfant ferviteur^ 
Francois Counti (VErfQls another on this 

manner 
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manner, de voftre Mojefie tres htuMe et tret 
obeiffknt ferviteuri GuiUiaume CounU fP Angus f 
item, another blank fubfcrived by them all 
foftr, as it were by form of contra^ or obli- 
gation conjun£Uy thus, Guluhnus ^ngufiat 
Ctmis^ Gi$rgius Comes de Huntley^ Fran* 
fifcus Errolidte Comely Patricius Gordon de 
Atuhindoyune MiUs; item, a blank fubfcrived 
apart by Francijcus Erraliae Comes s item one 
Wy • eorgius Comes de Huntley ; item, one by 
OuHelmus /ngufiae Comes. Hereupon the mi- 
nifters fent fome of the privy, council to the 
King to Alloway (where his majeily then lay) 
to advertife him of thefe blanks. The king 
came to Edinburgh, where all the, matter was 
debated to him at length, partly by Mr Bowe$ 
JLeiger, ambafiador for the Queen of England 
in i^otland, and partly by Mr Robert Bruc^^ 
principal minifter at Edinburgh, (hewing that 
the realm of Scotland was in apparent danger 
of Spaniards to be brought in ^y the forenam* 
cd earls being Papifts; and thereby^ both his 
Majefty's crown was in danger, and the efta<* 
bliihed religion in hazard to be altered. That 
^r. George Car had fuiSciently delated the 
isrhole circumftance of the bufinefji in his con* 
feffion, accufing the Popifli lords as guilty of 
thefe blanks : and thus, taking the matter al- 
ready pro eonfejjh^ they urge the bufinefs ve» 
bemently, and do intreat his Majefty to pro- 
ceed againll them with all celerity and rigour, 
^hcn was David Graham of Fintric apprc*- 
bendedi arraigned, and executed at Edinburgh, 
M in 
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in February this year 1592, (or 1593 fiib 
novo) who, thinking to favc himfelf thereby, 
did write a long lettf^r fubfcrived with his own 
hand| direded to the King, wherein he made 
mention^ that the Roman Catholicks of Scot- 
land had undertaken to receive fuch si number 
of foldiers as the King of Spain and his coun- 
cil fliould appoint ; and in cafe he would be- 
flow any money for levying of men here, they 
(hbuld willingly both convoy the King's army 
into England, and retain a certain number m 
Scotland, for reformation of religion, and to 
purchafe liberty of confcience : that he him- 
felf had given counfel thereunto divers times, 
after that the matter was communicate to him 
by the Jefuits, and becaufe he fore-knew this 
purpofe, and concealed the fame, he was in 
danger of the law : for this caufe he defired not 
to be tried by a jury, but offered himfelf unto 
the King's mercy and will, when he was ar- 
raigned at the bar. The King (totthe-lefs of 
this his voluntary confeffion) commanded to 
proceed againft him according to the law : 
which was done. 

After this, the King's Majefty (believing 
certainly that thefe blanks, together with the 
informations and intelligence of father Creigh* 
toun concernirig the Spanifh King, were true 
indeed) addreffcd himfelf to the north of Scot- 
land, for ^rofecuting of Huntley, Angus, and 
ErroU, and made his Majefty's refidence at A- 
berdeen; Themfelves and their dependers were,^ 
by open proclatnation, at their dwelling places, 

required 
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required to (how (heir obedience and appea- 
irance before the King : but they having un- 
derftood before the King's coming, and how 
his Majefty was incenfed and ftirred up againft 
them, they had all left their ordinary habita- 
tions void. The countefles of Huntley and 
£rroll came to the King, to whom he granted 
their houfes and rents, without making any 
account thereof to his Majefty's treifurer for 
the (uppofed tranfgreffion of their hufbands. 
In this mean time, the Queen of England 
fent an extraordinary ambaflador into Scot- 
land, whom the King received at Edinburgh^ 
after his Majefty's return from Aberdeen. This 
ambaifador required, that the peace and con- 
federacy concluded and confirmed at Leith, 
after the expulfing of the French army from 
Scotland, (hould now, de novoy be ratified by 
his Majefty in his perfect age; and further, 
that he fhould, without delay, . punifh the 
Lords and gentlemen fufpe£fc of treafon, and 
tried by their own writs andHiefTages; that he 
fliould grant them no favour, but extreme ri- 
gour; for fear of the inconvenience that fhould 
follow upon their wicked pretences, if they 
were unpunifhed, when both time and occa- 
fion permitted the fame. Still the Englifh am* 
baffador and the Scottifh minifters^ urged the 
King to call the Catholick Lords to a trial of 
their peers; but the King procured to the mi- 
nifters thus much for them, that, by their fa- 
vours, they might be brought to be tried with- 
out warding; and thereafter to make fuch fa- 
M 2 ' tisfa£kion 
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tisfadi(m as flioiild be tiioisglit reqaifite; that 
in cafe they were found cidpable, to be pu-^ 
niOied a» juftice ihonld require ^ and, if it were 
etherwifei that they flioiild be abfolved : but 
the minifterd would not yield unto the King's 

C* afare therein, nor permit that the Popifli 
rds fliould have any trial, till they fliould be 
firft warded until the nobles fliould com^en to 
try them. The King refofed to ward them un^- 
til they were found guilty ; knowing, by thi^ 
time, their innocence: for Geotge Car had re- 
fufed what he had before, through fear, con^ 
fefied againil the Lords, touching the Spaniii 
blanks. His Majefty was earned with the mu 
nifters that no excommunication (hould paft 
againft the Lords before their trial} which was 
refufcd: whereupon there was a conrention of 
the eftates holden by his Majefty at St. John-' 
ftoun, the year of Grod 1593, to curb the pow** 
er of the preftyterial minifters. There it w;is 
refolved (to fupprefs their liberty) the eftate of 
bifhops ihouM be'ereded and reftored. With-* 
in few days after, the King went from St. 
Johnftoun to the abbay of Halyrudhoufe; wbi* 
ther alfo came fecretly the Earls of Huntfey, 
Angus, and Errol. The next day, the King 
riding at Lawder to vifit Chancellor Maitland 
(who was then fick) thefe three Earls came to 
his Majefty on the highway ; and there hum* 
bling themfelves, in few words demanded U^ 
cence to be tried, which his Majefty granted. 
But the King tbereaftpr, in refpefl: that h€ 
had promifecl both to the ambafiador of Eng^ 

• land 
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Isnd and ta the minifters at EdinbBrgh^ that 
he (hoalit seitber reccife tbem, nor admit 
them to his prefence and favoar^ till they 
^rere tried ( he direAed the mafter of Gbmes 
and the Lord Lindores unto the ambafiador 
and the miniflets^ to certify them of their com* 
ing to his Majefty on the high way, at fiieh 
tiaae and place as he looked not for; and 
altfaough he had ufed hut fome few words im^ 
t& them, yet he wpnld proceed no further, nor 
ihow them anyt)ther fatotir, but according to 
|nftice and reafon. Then the miniftry zSem^ 
bled themfelves, by their commiffioners, at 
£dinburgh| together with certain barons and 
balaies of burghs (the King being then at Jed- 
buirgh for fame affairs of the commonwealths) 
They eonchided^ all in one toice^ fome arti-^ 
eJes to be prefentiy demanded of his Majefly; 
which I omit to relate, as fitting to be feppreft. 
Whereupon the a^airsof the Ktiig and of 
Slie church were direfUy oppofite ahd repugn 
iiant to one another: the King caufedprocla'- 
tfnations to be made, commanding ail his lieges 
and fubjeSis to refet and receive the Earls of 
Angus, Huntley, and ErroH, which flioold 
tiot be imputed unto them as a crime at any 
time thereafter ; whereby alfo licence was 
j^ranted unto them to pafs and repafe freely ia 
any parts of the country publickly, as beft 
fhoiild pleafe them : The minifters, upon the 
eontrary, dffered their proclamation in the 
churches, to their parochioners, commanding 
the people to abhor them, and to rrfufe theiir 

companies 
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companies in atly kind of way, and exhortiiig 
all men to be upon their defence, and to arm 
themfelves for expelling of thefe Earls and 
their adherents: moreover the miniftry, by 
their folicitation, had drawn ^ great number 
of people into Edinburgh. ' Whereupon his 
Majefty did call a convention of the eftates, 
and caufed a proclamation to be made, and 
publi(hed in divers capital towns of the realm^ 
charging all and fundry his Majefty's fubje£):Sj 
of what e(tate» quality, or degree foever, that 
none of them fhould refort or repair to the 
burgh of Edinburgh, or place of his Majefty's 
refidence, upon wliatfoever colour or pre- 
tence, during the handliag and ordering of 
thefe matters in queftion, except fuch perfens 
as were appointed and fpedally written for, 
or that did crave and obtain his Majefty's li- 
cence for their coming. In this commiffion, 
which was appointed at Edinburgh for deci- 
fion of all controverfies, there were nominate 
fix earls, fix lords, fix barons, (ix burgefles, 
and fix minifters, ele£ked and chofen by his 
Majefty and his council *, and although the fix 
minifters were well qualified men, and fuch 
as the reft of the brethren could juftly find no 
fault withal; yet, becaufe. they, were not no- 
minate by themfelves in general voices, they 
were afraid to be prejudged in their authority 
and eftate; and therefore, not only opponed 
againft them, but alfo fuborned them which 
were chofen by the King and the council: 
therefore the King, with advice of his coun- 
cil. 
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cil, commanded their names to be blotted out, 
that no minifter thereafter fliould be nominate 
in commiflion, but that tbef all^ or fome cer- 
tain number, by command of the reft, fhould 
onjj be fupplicants, if they had any thing to 
crave, and no otherwife : and thus were the 
minifters themfelves the caufe that their au- 
thority was diminiihed. 

The commiifioners did aflemble at Edin- 
burgh, as was appointed ; and after fome few 
days difputation and reafoning, amongft di- 
vers other things, they decerned that the three 
Popifh Earls and Achindowne fhould not from 
thenceforth be accufed for the crime they 
were fummonedlbr, founded upon the blanks; 
but the fame to remain aboliihed and in ob- 
livion, and to be null thereafter : which was 
proclaimed, by edi^, at the market crofs of 
Edinburgh. 

The advertifemcnt of this ediQt being fent 
from' Edinburgh to the Queen of England by 
her ambaflador^ (he fent the Lord Southe into 
Scotland, willing the King to remit his lenity 
towards the Catholick Lords, and deal plainly 
with rigorous juftice, as the caufe and good 
fe'afon required. The two ambaffadors of Eng- 
land followed the King from Edinburgh to 
Stirling ; by whofe diligence and procurement 
letters were direfted, charging the Roman Ca- 
tholick Earls to enter their perfons in prifon, 
under the, pain of treafon. There was alfo a 
parliament proclaimed, to be holden the 15th 
of April next enfuing. la the mean time* 

great 
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great infiftance was made by the minifters of 
Scotland and by the ambafladors of England^ 
that the Roman Catholick Lords fhould be 
filmmoned to hear and fee the procefs of for- 
falture led againft them. In end they do pre* 
Tail; and diredion was given for the {ame a- 
gainft the parliamenti which was appointed 
to be in April 1594* Not-thelefs of all this^ 
the ambaifadors of England, and the minifters 
of Scotland, thinking that the King and his 
CQunifellors were more negligent in profecut-* 
iag of the Popifli Lords than was pronufed or 
expe£ted ; it w^ fecretly devifed that the Earl 
of Bothwell, being an outlaw, fliould invade 
Scotland^ by the afliftance of England, upon 
t^pro pretences ^ the firft was, that, by the help 
of the minifters, he might bani(h (he Popift 
Lords out of the realm of Scotland, and that 
the Queen of England (hould fupport him 
with money ; which being known and reveal- 
ed, did fo mcenfe the King againft her ambaf- 
fador, that a fpecial gentleman of the Lord 
Southe's was committed to prifon in the caftle 
of Edinburgh, who confefled, that, by the 
command of the ambaflador, he had fpokeii 
with the Earl of Bothwell and with Mr. John 
ColviU (Bothwell his chief councellor.) The 
lecond pretence was to revenge the Earl of 
Murray hrs death againft Huntley and his par^ 
takers j and to fortify his purpofe^ the Earls 
of Argyle and Athole (hould be ready in arma^ 
attending Bothwell his coming, tp join with 
him againft HuAtlcy. 

The 
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The Eingi itea^mg of thefe two pretences, 
thought expedient^ with advice of his council^ 
to make a general proclamation that no mank 
ner of penons fliould conyocate his lieges in 
aftes, for Whatfoever occafiouj without his 
MajtAy's licence, under the pain of deaths 
Whereupon Bothwell came to Kelfo, and from 
eiience to Letth, the ad of April 1594* The 
EiQg being advertifed of bis coming, went to 
fermon that morning in the High Church of 
Edinburgh ; and there, fermon being ended, 
he mside great inftance to the people, that they 
would afllft him to fupprefs their commoniene* 
my Bothwell; and to animate the miniftry and 
the peopdie, he promifed, in their prefence, 
that he ffaould never lay down arms, till he 
either fuppreft or baniihed the Popi(h lords 
and their' adherents : fo, the^King led the pea* 
pie out of Edinburgh towards Leith; and, be« 
twixt Leith and Edinburgh, there was a com* 
paihiy {eltGt^A oat of the army, which, under 
the condud of the lord Hume and Weinn Col* 
▼ille, (hould invade BothweH ; who, perceiv** 
ing the King marching out of Edinburgh, with 
his army, towards Leith; and feeing that the 
eatls of Argyle and Athole had faildl him, he 
retires from Leith, with his company, and 
takes the way to Mufltlburgh, and fo to return 
into England; but the lord Hume, with 
his train, overtakes Bothwell belide Dttd** 
diftown, whe«e, after a little ikirmifh, the Lord 
Hutne was ovisrthrown,' and all his people 
beaten and chafed back again to Edinburgh. 
N Both* 
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Botfawell, perceiving that the Kioj^'was fi»rd- 
ing.more .forces againft him, retires tclwanis 
the fottth borders, and fo into England. < . 

The earl of. Bothwell ! being thqs . goue, the 
King returns to Edinburgh, and feeing no 
other means to (atisfy the minifl;ers,'atld.^ 
utterly to fuppjsefe Bothwell his rebellion. Ire 
condefcends to the fbrfalture otithe Popiih 
lords, being forced to yield to prefent neceG- 
fity^ A parliament was holden at Edinburgh 
the penult day of May 1594; tM and whatfQ*- 
ever petitions then, craved by tte minifters 
wcre.affcnted to by this parUanient,L wheise 
there were prefent but only three .earisiand fix 
lords,; by reafon whereof things werji- violent- 
ly carried by the minifters. The ctimin^l caufe 
of the popifh. lords being read jiad,ooftfidcrcd 
by the few number of nobles there .prefent, 
they would gladly have delayed the dretermina- 
tion thereof until a fuller convention of the^ 
noblity were aSembled; but the minifters a;id 
commiffioners.of burghs, being the greater 
number, prevailed ; and found their hand- 
yrrits.by^ witnefTes cognofced 5 the reft was 
pad over, as proven by prefumption; the 
nobles fufpended their voices, b&caufe the 
Popiih lords intentions were not proven judi- 
cially; always they were forfalted and made 
profcript by plurality of fuch voices as were 
there prefent, and tbeir arms were riven in the 
)«ftice. place, in prefence pf the parliament. 

Thefe moblemen, Ijeing thiis forfalted, the 
King was alfo moved to make the earl of Ar- 

gylc 
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gyle his Majeftjr's lieutenantrgeneral in the 
north of Scotland, to invade the earls of Hunt- 
I7 and Errol ; whereupon followed the battle 
of Glenlivat in Od:ober 1594 ; which happen- 
ed as I have declared already ; and were after- 
ward reftored the year of Gfod iS97*
